BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In 1970 the Board of Selectmen held 61 meetings compared to 46 in 1969. 
The Board for the first time in a number of years made official visits to 
a number of Town departments such as Police, Fire, Law, Veterans and Sealer 
of Weights and Measures. Selectmen made on site inspections for a number 
of drainage, street lighting, traffic, litter and other problems. In 1970 
Selectmen perambulated four town bounds with the Selectmen of Dover, Fram- 
ingham, Wayland and Weston, as required by State Law. 


In 1970 the Board changed from 3 to 5 members. The change appears to 
provide a wider basis for representation, with more ideas and more open 
discussion of current issues. Also, it allows better attendance at various 
hearings, meetings and social events where the Selectmen's presence has 
been requested. It also means that a citizen with a complaint is more able 
to telephone a Selectman. 


It is significant that all members of the Board are generally out-of- 
town during the work day in comparison with other years when there was 
usually a Selectman who was available for town business during the day. 
This appears to be a current trend in suburban communities. It has an ad- 
vantage in that Selectmen who work in Boston have been able to make appear- 
ances before State and Legislative groups. However, it puts more of a 
burden on the Administrator and his office force. 


The Administrator has increased in value as he has gained experience. 
He represents us at the MBTA meetings and handles relationship with local 
boards and committees. Often he puts in long hours because of the many 
night meetings involved. 


Labor relations continue to be an increasing responsibility of the 
Selectmen who are now responsible for 5 groups representing 272 employees 
out of the total of 316 town employees not in the School Department. We 
continued to employ Attorney Norman Holtz as the town's negotiator backed 
up by the Labor Relations Committee. We recommend continued use of Attor- 
ney Holtz in the coming year. Also, we wish to express our sincere thanks 
for the long hours and good advice provided by the Labor Relations Commit-— 
tee, whose names are listed on a previous page. 


The Conflict of Interest laws were put into full effect insofar as pos- 
sible in 1970. All town officials and committee members designated "Spe- 
cial Municipal Employees" now have statements covering their status filed 
with the Town Clerk. 


Down-Town Parking was improved with the cooperation of many others. 
The biggest parking lot was increased to 34 parking spaces. Improvement 
on the second parking lot was started but one house-taking has yet to be 
done; when done 40 parking spaces should be added here. Also, our thanks 


ye 


to Town Counsel DiGeronimo and Msgr. Mahoney for an agreement that made 140 
daytime parking spaces available near St. Patrick's Church. 


Bids on insurance coverage were solicited by the Selectmen for the 
first time in 1970. Bids were received on Employee Group Medical and Group 
Life Insurance; employees contribute half the premium cost on these now. 
Also put out to bid were Employer's Liability Insurance and Workmen's Com— 
pensation, where thanks to a safety program helped by the Public Works Com- 
missioners, we improved our rating and lowered our costs. 


The Board is looking forward with great hope to the work of the Civic 
Beautification Committee it organized in 1970. Also we hope to provide im- 
provements in the areas of purchasing, personnel and data processing. 


We wish to give our wholehearted thanks to the various individuals, 
committees and departments for the cooperation given to make this a most 
successful year.

ADMINISTRATOR 


In the first report since the establishment of the position of Administrator, some 
concept of how and on what I have been spending my time might be appropriate. Some 
short discussion of this will occur later in the report. Some illustrations of 
revenue and expenditure will also be shown later in the report. 


Seen from the standpoint that most Town Departments have been accustomed to and 
would apparently prefer to act as independent corporations, cooperating where neces-— 
Sary in the interests of the Town, cooperation with me has generally been good. I 
have brought to the attention of some departments instances in which I have felt 
that more business-like purchases could be made, and have received cooperation in 
bringing such expenditures into line. As time goes on, I would expect to see that 
cooperation continued and increased. Broadly speaking, the various departments 
should be complimented on the generally economical outlook which governs their pur- 
chases. While I have no question that still further economies can be practiced, I 
would not, on the basis of the present evidence, expect to find in the area of pur- 
chasing any economies except on the small scale. 


ECONOMY ON THE LARGE SCALE —- Natick is a more or less typical example of municipal 
Spending in Massachusetts. Appropriations are generally in line with those in other 
towns with which we might compare. In those instances where another community is 
operating a given department for significantly less money comparatively, it is gen- 
erally at the sacrifice of some service or services being supplied by the similar 
department here in Natick. 


Yet examination of statistical information on a nationwide basis on communities in 
Natick's population grouping (25,000 to 50,000) shows certain examples of municipal 
government departments being operated for significantly: less dollars comparatively 
than here. In some of those examples, municipal employee's salaries are higher than 
here. How is this possible when it has not been possible to date in Natick? Many 
of the answers go to the heart of municipal government organization and state legis-— 
lation in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. While the system, whether town or city 
organized, has the appearance of home rule and local determination of how much to 
expend on municipal government, in reality, only a small percentage of the fiscal 
decisions are left open to local determination. 


REVENUE, EXPENDITURE AND BUDGET(S) - Elsewhere in municipal government, various 
devices have been found to place a legal limit on taxation that is meaningful rang- 
ing from a vote on fixing the tax rate, as in Montpelier, Vermont, to the statutory 
setting of a limit on the property tax rate, such as exists in western states. Tak-— 
ing all the ramifications of the latter approach, the first procedure in establish- 
ing a budget for a municipality is to estimate the revenue from all sources. An 
expenditure budget is then drawn to fit within the dollar amount of this estimated 
revenue. This is similar to the methods employed in some business concerns. In 
such municipalities, it is neccessary to continually examine actual revenue and ex- 
penditure and make any adjustments necessary to make the suit fit the cloth. Sucha 
system sets up the establishment of priorities. It also sets up pressures that 
bring about a management orientation to those responsible for determining or propos-— 
ing budget requests. To bring such a system into being in Natick would involve a 
complex program for change involving state legislation and local custom. 


The Master Tax Plan Commission study and recommendations made recently propose 
changes in the tax base, methods of assessment, state subsidy and other matters. If 
the recommendations result in a change of legislation, in part, the heavy reliance 
now placed on the property tax base would be diminished. This and other recommenda- 
tions would effect a shifting away from senior citizens and others in lower income 
groups some of the burden of the costs of government. Meritorious as that is, the 
recommendations, if enacted into law, might mean very little to the average taxpayer 
because the tax bite would simply be in a different form. The present costs of 
government, logically higher than now, will simply be distributed somewhat differ- 
ently in proportions to property, sales and income taxes. 


Even Federal and State proposals for revenue sharing, while again meritorious, and 
while offering some greater ease in the actual collection of taxes, will not de- 
crease the burden of government for the average taxpayer in Natick. 


A case could well be argued that if the recommendations of the Master Tax Plan Com- 
mission and the proposals for revenue sharing actually come about, that a part of 
the present pressure for reduction in the overall costs of government will be les- 
sened without any reduction in the costs of government themselves. What should come 
about, if the voice of the taxpayer is heard loud enough, is that efforts to reduce 
the cost of government should be tied in every conceivable way to implementation of 
tax structure revision and revenue sharing. Cost reduction should obviously become 
the municipal way of life. In addition, proposals to change the structure of gov- 
ernment, to make regional solutions to some municipal problems and services easier 
to bring about, and a strong research and development program for municipal services 
should be implemented. While some technological change has been implemented in 
nearly every phase of municipal services over the years, there has been very little 
basic change in the way in which the major services of local government are rendered 
or in the way in which manpower is utilized. 
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A large amount of time has been spent in work germane to collective bargaining, 
assisting the negotiations in many ways. Serving the Selectmen in revising the of- 
fice and the way business is conducted has also been time-consuming. A number of 
proposals and recommendations have been made to the Selectmen and others, ranging 
from new methods of sanitation collection, to traffic safety and data processing. 
Natick lags behind a number of municipalities of this size and smaller who have 
utilized data processing for at least financial record-keeping. Proper utilization 
of computers should be the immediate goal ahead for improvements in payroll and pur- 
chasing. 


Town Office Building: An analysis of expenditures for rent for various town offices 
yields the fact that it would not be more economical to pay for the costs associated 


with building and operating a town office building. On the opposite hand, the bring- 
ing about of a more economical town government will not be achieved without building 
such a building. If the town prefers to continue thinking of the various depart- 
nents aS separate companies funded by the parent with the lack of coordinated fiscal 
oolicy that results, then the present system of operation with various departments 
scattered throughout the down-town is the perfect way to preserve this. 


Jther factors relating to the Town office building revolve around utilizing some 
school building that is no longer suitable for education needs. The Center School 
and the Eliot School both have many of the features necessary to incorporate into a 
Town Office. Sites for a new building considered by the various Committees who have 
some part to play in recommending to Town Meeting, range from a site on West Central 
Street out from the business section to sites or a site in the down-town area. 


My experience with Urban Redevelopment in other communities tells me that this Town 
is not going to find a plan acceptable to both the Town and the federal government 
which will be adopted. Even supposing that the Town were able to find such an 
acceptable plan, the lure of federal dollars which might result from the building of 
the Town Offices is a false lure. I do not know of any community which has accom- 
plished an urban redevelopment effort in less than six years from start to finish. 
It is more likely to be eight years and is often ten years. The costs of the over- 


all structure during that time have risen between 50% and 75% judging by the immedi- 
ate past. 


It may well be that 1971 is the year in which to authorize the drawing of plans and 
specifications for the Town Office Building. With these plans in hand later in the 
year, if the current trends continue, the Town Meeting could then be in the position 
to capitalize on the current favorable situation in the construction industry.

The year 1970 will be remembered as a period of unrest for many universities, col- 
leges and high schools. It will be remembered by the Natick School Committee as 
the year when countless hours of deliberation were devoted to the goal of achiev- 
ing important changes without sacrifice of true values and without any unpleasant 
experiences in the Natick schools. 


At the secondary level pupils were given greater choice in determining how they 
may use their free time at school. A "student union" room was set aside as a 
place of relaxation for seniors. Better communications between staff, students, 
administrators, school committee and parents were established. An effort was 
made and will be made to involve more people in the decision making process. 
Everyone associated with the Natick Schools became more aware of the necessity of 
being accountable, not only to those who pay for local education but especially 
to those who are to be educated.

The School Committee recognized the need to do more for young men and women who 
do not plan to continue their formal education after high school. As a first 
step, a course in "Distributive Education" was established. This addition to 
the curriculum permits students to learn about retailing and merchandising on a 
released time basis. From the results to date it can be predicted that this 
"school without walls" will be a success. Further encouragement will be given 
to the vocational education program so that future artesans will be better 
prepared to make the transition from school to occupational life. 


The new center for the handicapped at the Memorial School was expanded in the 
Fall. New classes were initated there for the emotionally disturbed and per- 
ceptually handicapped in line with the original concept when the school was 
constructed. Pre-school tests were given for the first time this year. These 
tests are designed to detect potential learning difficulties and behavioral 
problems so that adjustments and treatment can be initiated at an early age. 
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"She never calls on me." 
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Other programs which elicited interest throughout the year were the introduction 
of courses in black history, the humanities, and drug abuse. The use of the 
computer in mathematics and science was expanded. Concern for the handicapped 
was reflected in the increased services provided. Two days were set aside at 
the high school for “teach ins" on the war in Southeast Asia and on the subject 
of Ecology. 


A school of practical nursing, which was proposed in 1968 by the school officials 
and School Committee jointly with the staff of the Leonard Morse Hospital, became 
a reality. In collaboration with the South Middlesex Regional Vocational High 
School, permission was granted by the State to initiate a licensed practical 
nurses training program at the Leonard Morse Hospital. The program was based on 
the original concept, but financing was made possible by federal grants through 
the South Middlesex Regional Vocational High School. Two classes of twenty 
students each have been in session since the Fall. 


Townspeople should be aware of a directive from the State on future school lunch 
programs. In 1972 all single session schools must provide a hot lunch program 
for its children. In 1973 a hot lunch must be provided for all pupils. The 
lunch will be similar to that now being served in the secondary schools. There 
is little doubt that this innovation will be beneficial to some elementary child- 
ren who do not receive proper nutritional food at home. However, despite the 
State's sharing of costs, the town will be required to subsidize the additional 
expenses of food, labor and equipment. 


The School Department has worked closely with the firm of Metcalf & Eddy in the 
preparation of a projected school plan for the schools of the future in Natick. 
It is evident that with the additional planned housing, land acquisition is 
necessary immediately. The School Needs Committee has made suggestions and will 
present a final report in 1971. At that time it is expected that a proposal will 
be made to acquire more land for future school buildings. 
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This year all members of the Committee participated in some phase of negotiations 
with at least one of the School Department's five collective bargaining groups. 
This experience, involving the salaries of over six hundred employees, has made 
the members more aware of the total costs and the necessity for maintaining a 
proper balance between quality education and what the townspeople can afford. 

It is the conviction of the committee that the schools must look to the State 

for more support. It is imperative that the proposed, comprehensive revision 

of the tax program throughout the Commonwealth be undertaken without delay. 


In an annual report of this kind, the Committee can only highlight a few of the 
schools' accomplishments in a very cursory manner. More detail may be obtained 
by reading the reports of the Superintendent and his assistants in this publi- 
cation and the report of the other administrators and specialists in the annual 
edition of the school department. Valuable information about local education 
may also be obtained in the School News which is published three times a year. 


Once again the School Committee extends its appreciation to town officials, to 
parents and citizens of the community, to the school staff, and to all who have 
helped the children of the Natick Schools.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Public education is at a time when goals must be reviewed and programs 
examined. New courses should be added. Some courses should be eliminated. 
Seneca, the Roman philosopher, reminds us that if we do not know to which 
port we are sailing no wind is favorable. Instructional objectives provide 
direction and guidelines to curriculum. Only when we have achieved a con- 
sensus as to educational goals can be begin to assess student progress and 
teacher performance. 


Of the more than forty billion dollars spent annually on public educa- 
tion in the United States, the largest percentage is controlled and expended 
by local school systems. High costs have created a critical public mood. 
Traditional budgeting deals with such items as salaries, books and equipment. 
The modern view in school budgeting is to develop an approach based upon the 
total cost of activities or programs. The relationship between the financial 
input and the educational outcome is not always clear. A more comprehensive 
system of programmed budgeting is recommended. 


Monies expended during the past year for school purposes provided the 
financial basis for the following educational highlights: 


Introduction of new courses entitled Black Studies, Distributive 
Education, Humanities and Sociology. 


Improvement of graphic arts program with the acquisition of modern 
offset printing equipment. 


Addition of video tape devices and listening stations to enrich 
the language arts programs at both the elementary and secondary 
levels. 


Implementation of programs in vocational education through greater 
use of community resources. 


Utilization of the planetarium, which projects heavenly bodies at 
demand. This area has also served students as a stage for dramatic 
presentations with excellent sound effects and lighting. 


Availability of cultural programs in the fine arts (planned coopera- 
tively with parents). 


Introduction of a system-wide program in an educational clinic for 
children with serious learning problems or emotional difficulties. 


Expansion of facilities by completion of the modern Memorial 
Elementary School. 


Presentation of relevant and varied in-service programs for the 
professional staff. 


Development and improvement of curriculum and instruction through in- 
novative pilot programs and experimental research studies. These include 


special programs in the teaching of computers, consumer education and 
conservation. 


For many years teachers have used textbooks and chalkboards in the tradi- 
tional instructional process. Teachers now use a greater variety of materials 
and strategies to enhance the learning atmosphere. The trend today is towards 
many media. This modern approach permits more self determination and independence 
on the part of the student. 
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The Instructional Materials Center at the High 
School is used daily by hundreds of students. 


Natick has advanced the multi-media approach to instruction by the 
transformation of its libraries into instructional material centers. These 
areas contain an ever increasing number of non-book materials. Tapes, cas-— 
settes, recorders, and other audio-visual devices permit students to experience 
subject matter in greater depth. 


Television complements instruction at all educational levels. "Sesame 
Street" is an excellent example of what can be accomplished via quality pro- 
gramming. Television has an immediate impact on students. It expands knowledge, 
skills and enthusiasm. The proper use of this media makes it possible for the 
teacher to be literally in several places at the same time. 


The good teacher is still the most important single variable in education. 
The teacher must evoke a variety of skills in the student. The result should be 
learning in a classroom of challenge, curiosity and interest. A typical example 
would be the study of ecology, where pupils develop the ability to observe and 
interpret accurately the living world around them. 


The findings of research and the results of studies by the staff show a 
need for the following changes: 


"Released time" for administrators and teachers to maximize their effective-— 
ness. This need can be accomplished without reducing the total weekly 
school hours for students. 


Organizational changes for instructional purposes such as team teaching, 
modular scheduling, and semester courses. 


Individualized instruction must become a reality and not simply a desired 
objective. 

Elementary schools should place greater emphasis on teaching the basic 
skills of reading, writing and arithmetic. 
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Greater use of teacher aides in classroom instruction. 


Implementation of a modified phase of the open campus plan 
for high school students. 


Expanded use of school facilities (buildings, equipment and 
grounds) both by the school system and the community. 


Ideas, plans and programs should be exchanged on a regional 
basis among communities. Natick has moved in this direction 
with its active membership in the educational cooperative. 


There is also a need in education to re-examine views concerning the nature 
of learning. 


Education in the seventies will expand the school's horizons beyond the 
classroom and campus which is already occurring in the vocational field. Ex- 
periences in work-study programs make it possible for students to become educated 
in practical work. In these extended frontiers, youth quickly learns how to 
learn. 


Young people are vitally concerned about the activities and events that 
surround them, They want to feel a sense of involvement to discuss and study 
urgent public issues, problems, and concerns. Drugs, poverty, crime and the 
war seem more important to youth as the great events of history or the valuable 
formulae of science. Teachers must relate the past with the present; the ab-— 
stract with the concrete; the ideal with reality. Only then does learning become 
interesting, curriculum relevant, and schools more challenging and rewarding for 
all concerned. 


During 1970, in addition to the twenty-nine members of the non-instructional 
staffs who were employed, seventy-one new teachers were hired for the professional 
staff. Following is a general profile of those who began their service in the 
Natick Public Schools last September:

The above group hold degrees from forty-seven accreditated colleges and 
universities located in sixteen states and Canada. Sixty percent of them are 
experienced in the specialized field to which they were appointed, and thirty 
percent possess master's degrees. Those selected for positions in our schools 
were chosen from 1,534 applicants. 


It is obvious from this large number of certified teachers that more time 
was and will be devoted to consultation and interviews by the administration. 
It is expected that the well qualified candidates selected in 1970 will maintain 
and raise the standards of our professional staff. 


Negotiations with the department's organized associations were an important 
assignment of the Personnel Office. During the year forty-three collective 
bargaining sessions were held with representatives of the teachers, administra- 
tors, custodians, secretaries and cafeteria personnel. Preparation for these 
meetings as well as the time devoted to the consideration and solution of 
employee grievances contributed significantly to better communications between 
school personnel and the school committee.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
LE D B HOOP 


As the fiscal year ended September 30, 1970, Leonard Morse Hospital stood on the 
threshhold of its first birthday as one of the most totally modern health care cen- 
ters in Massachusetts. More importantly, it had increased its bed capacity from 

lll to 193, established three new departments to provide expanded patient care while 
making only minimal additions to the hospital staff to promote greater efficiency 
and to institute all possible economies. 


Obviously, it became necessary to recruit additional personnel as the potential for 
patient care and health services continued to grow. Yet while community hospitals 
of comparable size across the country maintained an average 2.7 employees per 
patient, excellent management practices have enabled Leonard Morse to provide the 
best patient care possible with an austere 2.5 ratio. 


While this hospital is not a department of the Town of Natick, it has always recog- 
nized the importance of keeping our Greater Natick community fully informed as to 
its progress and its problems. And while its seven-member unpaid Board of Trustees 
are the sole legal body directing the functions of Leonard Morse Hospital, it con- 
tinues to maintain complete contact and cooperation with those agencies which are 
Town Departments. 


When Leonard Morse Hospital opened as a 12-bed "cottage" hospital in 1899, seven 
trustees were more than adequate to oversee this limited operation. Today, with our 
hospital now one of the largest public service and economic factors in the Town of 
Natick, its trustees meet a minimum of 50 times a year, with several attending 
dozens of additional sub-committee and joint committee meetings. The recently 
organized Trustees Council with its 48 members has made a major contribution in re- 
ducing the overwhelming work load which the trustees previously carried alone. 


During fiscal 1969-70, Leonard Morse Hospital again was accorded full accreditation 
after a thorough survey in early July by the Joint Commission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals. It also established a new Department of Pulmonary Physiology to deal 
more effectively with respiratory diseases, such as the killer emphysema. It opened 
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a new Department of Nuclear Medicine, heretofore available only in larger neighbor- 
ing hospitals. And, it inaugurated a new Department of Social Services which 
assists actively in marshaling the forces of all other community agencies to help 
solve intimate patient problems. 


Director of Volunteer Services, Mrs. Margaret Johnson recorded the amazing total of 
10,857 hours donated by in-service hospital volunteers from January 1 to September 
30. This surpasses any accumulation of hours for the same length of time in the 
history of the Hospital Aid Association. 


As the end of calendar 1970 approached, the Board of Trustees unanimously gave pre- 
liminary approval to the creation of an ongoing Development Fund, whose chief aim 
will be to attract "outside" money from charitable trusts, business, industry, state 
and federal sources, to help meet the continuing capital costs of an ever-expanding 
health care facility. The need for this new fund is dramtically portrayed in the 
fiscal year financial statement printed elsewhere in this report and indicating an 
excess of expenses over income in the amount of $37,909. 


The near-end of the fiscal year saw the opening of a Progressive Care Unit, where 
the least ill of the patients can be treated by a greatly reduced number of person- 
nel, with a strong accent upon patient self-help, therefore reflecting a proportion- 
ate decrease in daily room rates at a time when costs in all other patient areas 
continue to increase amid the inflationary trend. 


For the reciprocal cooperation Leonard Morse Hospital has continually received from 
all other official departments of the Town of Natick, its Board of Trustees, General 
Director and entire staff remain forever grateful.

Police Department 


Preamble: 


We have witnessed great changes in the problems confronting law enforcement during 
the past years. The criminal element has become more sophisticated and complex in 
the approach and fulfillment of their trades. No community, regardless of size, or 
affluence has been immune to these changes. The future offers little relief. 
People and conditions over which we have no control will provide the problems with 
which we will be confronted. The traditional law violations --- Burglary, larceny, 
auto theft, bank robberies, etc., have been augmented by newer areas of concern --- 
drugs, civil disorder, bombings, and assaults on police officers and other public 
officials. 


During the past year, eighty-six law enforcement officers were killed in the line of 
duty. This represents a 34% increase over the previous year. It is also noted that 
during the past ten years, over six hundred law enforcement officers have been mur- 
dered while protecting the lives and property of our citizens. This is further com- 
pounded by the increased acts against police officers which frequently result in 
grave and serious injury. Since 1962, assaults on police officers have increased 
144%. What was once an unknown occurrence, is now an increasingly tragic item of 
news. 


Too long, law enforcement agencies have been the scapegoat for the inequities of our 
society. As the visible evidence of government, we have been and will continue to 
be the target of dissident individuals and groups bent on the destruction of the 
basic rights of each and every one of us. The continuing increase in lack of com- 
munity support and concern for the police officer, and the services he perfoms, has 
provided these people with a valuable tool which is being used frequently to accom- 
plish their goals. Our society must command the respect for individual rights, and 
the rights of others in order to survive. To achieve this, respect for basic law 
and order, and those responsible for its implementation must be maintained.

The conclusion of this report will compile specific records reflecting the nature of 
our police activities this past year, and the type of investigations which are occar 
pying our attention. 


I should like to comment on various aspects of these records and other matters per- 
tinent to this report. 
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GENERAL CRIME CONDITIONS: 
An analysis of the year 1970 in comparison with that of 1969 indicates: 


CRIMES AGAINST THE PERSON... .. . » INCREASED

During 1970 there were seventy-six more arrests made than in 1969. It is interest- 
ing to note that out of this number 55 were for crimes against the public order. 
Included in this category is the crime of "possession of a dangerous weapon" which 
has risen sharply over the past three years in Natick. It is not uncommon for 
police officers making "routine" arrests to find the subjects armed with knives or 
guns. This, to me, points out the upward trend of crimes of violence, unheard of 
in past years to law enforcement officers in suburban areas. It further supports 
the contention that our officers are constantly in the unenviable position of risk- 
ing life and limb with each and every call they answer. 


Narcotic drug violations --- a full time job --- have increased steadily and this 
is of the greatest concern to all of us. The use of drugs has become too much a 
way of life for many of our young people, and the results are disasterous. While 
the number of arrests for these violations has risen sharply, the ratio between the 
number of offenders and those arrested is far too low. We in Natick have been 
fortunate in curtailing this activity to a great extent by constant investigation 
and arrests. We have taken a firm stand against the perpetrators of this disease, 
and will continue to devote maximum manpower and training in this field. 


Housebreaks continue to plague suburban communities, and Natick has been no excep- 
tion. While the "professional" housebreaker has been active to some extent, we 
find that a great number of these crimes are committed by amateurs, mainly local 
youths. During this past summer this was pointed out with the apprehension of three 
groups of local youths who were responsible for breaking into twenty-five homes, as 
well as many other violations (Car Thefts, Larceny From Cars, etc.). As in the past 
Wepagain solicit the aid of all residents in reporting suspicious activity in their 
neighborhoods to the police immediately. 


Automobile thefts, and thefts from autos has been a major problem during the past 
year. Our large shopping areas have provided car thieves, both amateur and profes-— 
Sional with the opportunity and the supply to practice their trade. While we pro- 
vide constant vigilance in these areas by patrols in marked and unmarked cruisers, 
these thefts continue. Unlocked cars, and keys left in ignitions are the greatest 
contributing factors to this type of crime, and we urge all motorists to lock their 
vehicles when not in use. 


Court prosecution of juveniles decreased during the year 1970, and this has been 
encouraging and rewarding to the members of the department. Many hours were spent, 
not only in the investigation of complaints involving juveniles, but in the imple- 
mentation of programs of prevention. Our juvenile officer has worked closely with 
school officials and youth programs in an effort to establish closer communica- 
tions between the police and the youth of the town. 


Several outstanding acts of police investigation and apprehension were made by the 
department during 1970. A Norwood man was arrested following the holdup of a local 
bank. Over $30,000.00 in stamps and furs were recovered, and a professional house- 
breaker arrested after he had broken into a Natick home. After an armed robbery of 
a local drug store, the quick action of Natick and Wellesley Police Officers resuit- 
ed in the arrest of two known narcotic users. As the result of some good coopera- 
tion by a citizen and some good sound police investigation, we were able to obtain 
a larceny conviction and $43,000.00 in restitution for the elderly victim of an 
insurance fraud. 

ADMINISTRATION AND OPERATIONAL MATTERS: 

The Police Station is now in good condition, and there were few repairs required 


during the past year. It was necessary, however, to replace the boiler and install 
new locks on all of the cell doors and was done within the budget. 
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With the recent wave of bombing of police stations, we did take precautions within 
the department in order to give more adequate protection to the building and the 
officers. This was also done within our budget. 


During the past year we had installed a computerized teletype system which has 
proven to be one of the most beneficial tools in the area of crime prevention and 
apprehensions. This system has enabled us to obtain information from the various 
state and national records keeping facilities within seconds. We have been able to 
supply the officer on the street with many types of vital information which prior 
to this he has been unable to obtain. This system while still in its infancy is 
already being updated to provide more and more types of information and faster. We 
will be funded by the Law Enforcement Assistance Administration for another year at 
least for this system. We receive approximately 60% of the cost of the system from 
this federal source. 


We are presently in negotiations with a federal agency with respect to updating our 
radio equipment with 50% of the cost being borne by the federal government. Other 
equipment is also under consideration by this source and we hope to have a firm 
commitment very shortly. 


We have requested appropriations in 1971 for the addition of two Lieutenants for 
the department. As stated earlier in this report, law enforcement has become a 
very sophisticated field, in which major decisions must be made quickly and accu- 
rately. At the present time, during the night hours, we keep a sergeant on patrol 
at all times, and a patrolman at the station. It is my contention that the station 
should be manned by a Lieutenant, in addition to the Patrolman, at all times. This 
would afford the Patrolman the opportunity to call on a superior officer immediate- 
ly if the need arises. and provide the residents of Natick with the necessary pro- 
tection of which they are deserving. 


The department now has two radar sets for use in traffic control. During the past 
year we have used these sets diligently, and we feel this has been a useful deter- 
rent in motor vehicle violations throughout the town. 


MOTOR VEHICLES: 


The town safety committee has been very active during the past year, and has coop- 
erated with our department in every way. Since the formation of this committee 
great strides have been taken in the elimination of serious conditions which have 
jeopardized the safety of our residents. We would like to take this opportunity to 
commend the members of this committee for their tireless efforts and time devoted 
to making Natick a safer place to live. 


During 1970 traffic lights were installed at the intersection of Mill and West Cen- 
tral Streets. These lights have worked out extremely well and have decreased the 
frequency of accidents at this location. 


The Route 9 - Speen Street location still maintains the reputation of being one of 

the worst traffic locations in the state. While many meetings and plans have been 

conducted to alleviate the problem, there does not seem to be an immediate solution 
at hand. 


It is our understanding that traffic lights will be installed at the Speen Street - 
Hartford Street intersection during the next few months. While this will certainly 
aid in making this location less hazardous, we feel that congestion will still be 

present due to the close proximity of Route 9. This whole area is "one big ball of 


wax", and will never be resolved until construction of some type is completed on 
Route 9. 


During the past several years we have strongly advocated the installation of traf- 
fic lights at all school crossings. The possibility of state funding or cost shar- 
ing with respect to these installations is being studied and some type of action 
will more than likely be taken this year. 


Recommendations are now being studied relative to the possibility of changing the 
traffic flow in the Lincoln Square area. It may be possible to eliminate one way 
traffic on Dewey Street, which would take some of the congestion away from the Mul- 
ligan Street, East Central Street intersection which at the present time presents a 
problem. 30 


During the year 1970 there were 378 accidents investigated by the Natick Police 
Department. This represents an increase of 10 over last years total. There were 
180 personal injury accidents in which there were 277 persons injured. This was 16 
less personal injury accidents than in 1969 with 6 less persons being injured. 


We again experienced four fatal accidents during 1970. We had our first pedestrian 
fatality since August 1, 1967 and our first bicycle fatality since September 2, 
1964. We are making every effort through safety education in the schools to start 
more and longer fatality-free periods. 


On April 26, 1970 a 19 year old Framingham man was fatally injured at the intersec- 
tion of Speen Street and Hartford Street in a right angle two-car accident. On 
July 2, 1970 a 17 year old Natick man, a passenger in a car that went out of con- 
trol on North Main Street, was fatally injured as the car struck a utility pole. 

On September 22, 1970 a 9 year old Natick boy was struck and killed by a car while 
riding his bicycle on Bacon Street. The final fatal accident of the year occurred 
on December 29, 1970 when a LO year old Framingham woman was struck and killed 
while attempting to cross Route 9 near Wethersfield Road.

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Our school traffic supervisors and auxiliary police make a genuine contribution to 
the traffic safety in Natick and I would be remiss not to thank them publicly.

The entire number of arrests for 1383 offenses committed in Natick in the year of 
1970 was 1110.

In addition there were 878 warrants and criminal processes served for other depart- 
ments.

COMMUNICATION DIVISION 


Fire Alarm: 


A Fire Alarm Maintenance Truck with the latest safety features including an hy- 
draulic boom was delivered in March and has proven an asset to the Communication 
Division. 


The condition of the fire alarm system is very good. Bi-monthly tests were per- 


formed on all fire alarm boxes including auxiliaries in all schools, rest homes and 
churches. 


Rural type "C" wire was used to extend aerial circuits a distance of 5,500 feet. 
This aerial wire is for both replacement and new box locations. 


Our cable system was extended with the installation of more than 4,700 feet on Oak 
Street and more than 3,000 feet of cable on Bacon Street. This cable completes the 
cable expansion begun in 1967 to give the East Natick section of town sufficient 
circuits to handle the communications needs of this area for some time. Necessary 
modifications were made to the Wayland mutual aid circuit to provide direct wired 
voice communications in addition to the two-way telegraph box signals. We are 
planning to expand this type of mutual aid facility to other neighboring towns. A 
new box circuit was added to the substation at the West Natick Fire Station. This 
new circuit will provide overload relief in the northern section of town for some 
time. 

Police Alarm and Traffic Control: 


The police alarm system including patrol box stations were continuously serviced 
and periodically tested throughout the year. 


Traffic control equipment and lights were maintained and kept operating the entire 
year. 
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Radio Systems: 


The Fire, Police, Public Works, Recreation and Civil Defense systems have been 
serviced and tested periodically. A new frequency meter has enabled us to readily 
meet the requirements of the Federal Communications Commission's rules and Regula- 
tions. Four new mobile and one new base station radio sets were installed in the 
Public Works system. The Recreation Department's communication system was put into 
operation this past year. 


Civil Defense System: 


The ten audible electronic warning units have been tested daily and serviced bi- 
monthly. 


Ten members of this department completed a six week Fire Fighters course held at 
Fire Training Academy, Stow, Mass. Ten members of this department completed 
courses at Civil Defense Training Academy, Topsfield, which included a Skin Divers 
Seminar, Emergency Training Courses, and a Heavy Rescue Course. 


Seven members of this department are attending state community colleges working for 
Associate Degrees in Fire Science. A course in Emergency Care conducted by Ameri- 
can Acaedmy of Orthopedic Surgeons was conducted at Harvard University and com- 
pleted by two officers. 


Captain John F. Allen retired on June 16, 1970 after 33 years and 4 months of ser- 
vice, 16 of these years he served as a Fire Captain. Firefighter Fred J. Hladick 
retired on November 30, 1970 after 27 years of service to the Town with 17 of these 
years in the Fire Department. Warren Schlemmer, a firefighter, retired on January 
Cee oO altcres9, years ol service. 


There were three disability retirements due to heart and lung conditions incurred 
in the line of duty. There was one member who resigned. 


All members of this department completed the Advanced Course in First Aid conducted 
by Lieutenant William E. Forance, Jr., a Red Cross Certified Instructor. 


I wish to extend my thanks and appreciation to the members of this Department, and 
to all persons, who in any way have cooperated and assisted in our operation and 
development.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


I respectfully submit the following report for the year 1970: 


All Civil Defense Radios, Generators, Warning System and other equipment have been 
maintained and improvements made throughout the year, ready for use in any emergency. 


A generator, lights, Scuba gear and other equipment have been placed in the Rescue 
truck (the old bookmobile) providing a place to change clothing, etc., in extreme 
weather, and for other emergencies where this equipment or truck may be required. 


The Auxiliary Police have continued to assist the Police Department when necessary 
with their usual efficiency. 


Some equipment for this and other Town departments has been obtained through the 
Surplus Property Program. 


This year the Town received in excess of $3,000.00 through the Matching Funds pro- 
gram, a much greater amount than the cost of this program to the Town. 


With the so-called "winding down" of the Vietnam War, much equipment should become 
available at a greatly reduced cost. A continuous Civil Defense Program is required 


for inclusion in these two programs. Charles E. Holloway, Director

Department of Public Works 


This is the 50th Annual Report of the Department of Public Works. 
Mr. Louis R. Nickinello was elected to a one year term as Commissioner. 


Mr. Daniel O'Leary resigned in order to take up his duties as Selectman. 
Mr. Anthony J. Gallo was appointed to the Board. 


During the year Mrs. Katherine Boyd, Mr. Mathew Murphy and Mr. Frank Murphy re- 
tired from the Department after many years of dedicated service. We wish them 
well. 


Employees and former employees who died during the year: Albert Richards, Kenneth 
Parker, Henry Morris. Our deepest sympathy goes out to the families of these fine 
employees. 


The chief function of the Public Works Department is to render municipal services 
to the taxpayer that he is unable to provide for himself. These services are vital 
and necessary for the well-being of all Natick citizens. Such services do not just 
happen. To provide each service requires trained and dedicated employees willing to 
perform, often under adverse conditions. Such performance, on numerous occasions, 
goes unnoticed by the citizens of Natick because they are only noticed when not 
performed. It should be noted that the size of the Public Works work force has 
remained virtually unchanged during the past 10 years despite an ever expanding 
work load. 


The Departnent is staffed by a total of 95 regular employees and is augmented by 
hiring contractors to assist during periods of heavy snowfalls and the installation 
of some municipal utilities. 


The cost of the Department is offset in part by earnings realized by Water and 
Sewer earnings, Betterment Assessments, Inspection Fees and miscellaneous Depart- 
ment charges. 


The sewer system now has 25 pumping stations in service maintained and serviced by 
the Sewer Division. New sewer mains and service lines were installed in town, 
totaling 18,000 feet added to the system. 


Water rates were voted by the Department of Public Works Commissioners to be equal- 
ized at 20 cents per hundred cubic feet to all users. Total gallons pumped for 
1970 amounted to 2,033,551,250 gallons with highest consumption for one day was 
8,412,000 gallons. 


The Highway Division performed their usual varied duties at maintaining and clean- 
ing the many drains and brooks that comprise Natick's storm sewer system. Con- 
struction of drainage systems, sidewalks, roadways, curbings and loaming and 
seeding areas damaged by snow plowing operations were a portion of the work done 
by the highway crews. Roadway maintenance was hampered in 1970 by the inability 
to purchase road oils and tars caused by strikes affecting the oil industry. 
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A new articulated front end loader is most helpful in excavating and filling for 
sidewalk construction as it can work within a minimum of space alleviating traffic 
tie ups in the construction area. Its use in other construction and snow removal 
operations has been beneficial to the Town because of its speed and agility. 


The Sanitation Division work load was increased by about 30% in rubbish collection 
because of the no burning law which took effect on July 1, 1970. This was accom- 
plished with no increase in personnel. 


Some residents have expressed the opinion that rubbish should be collected weekly, 
while others feel that bi-weekly collections are satisfactory. Articles have been 
inserted in the next Annual Town Meeting Warrant so that that body may decide the 
issue. It will require three new pieces of equipment although no increase in 
personnel will be necessary, provided the rubbish and garbage collections are com- 
bined and at the curb. Added cover material will be necessary at the dump if 
garbage is mixed with the rubbish rather than sold to hog farmers as is the policy 
at present. 


The leaf collection question created quite a stir in the fall, brought on by the 
no-burning edict. Because of a lack ot funds, the Department did not pick up 
leaves, requiring the residents to transport them to the dump. A second leaf dump 
was made available for the residents in East Natick.

DEPT. OF PUBLIC WORKS OFFICE 
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Natick Recreation and Park 


Recreation and Park Service in Natick has made some noteworthy changes in 1970, 
and the challenges for 1971 and the years ahead will be increasingly severe as 
residents require more creative approaches to worthy use of leisure time, an ever 
increasing commodity in the nation, as well as our Town. 


Primary among the accomplishments has been citizen involvement in planning, promot- 
ing, and anticipated implementation of Facility and Program Development in the 
Town. Concerted efforts by the Recreation and Park Commission to open lines of 
communication between the board and Fraternal, Social, Service and Private groups 
and organizations of the Town has already shown evidence of increased understand- 
ing by the citizenry at large, of the needs for recreation in the community. 


Active participation by the East Natick P.T.A. in determining the needs of that 
neighborhood for recreation and park facilities and program has led to a compre- 
hensive plan which will be proposed to Town Meeting in 1971, and is an excellent 
example of taxpayer participation in proposed service growth areas. 


Generous and enthusiastic support of programs and equipment for handicapped and 
retarded children of the Town by the Natick Kiwanis Club, BPOE 1425 Lodge of Elks 
Natick, Amvets Post 79 Auxiliary and numerous businesses of Natick have made 
possible the establishment of Winter and Spring Special Recreation Programs in the 
"Home of Champions". A twenty week athletic, art, and drama program and a six team 
league Floor Hockey Program for Retarded are living proof of the accomplishments 
possible on a tax free basis, when groups such as these combine efforts for a most 
worthy cause. 


Tax revenue, though still the primary source of service improvements, has been fur- 
ther complemented in 1970 by more extensive support of volunteers at every level of 
programming. Participation in supportive staff leadership positions, on an in- 
creased basis, was the single most progressive step of the past year. Pre-teens - 
Teenagers and Adults have contributed over 20,000 volunteer hours at various pro- 
gram levels, providing critically needed service extensions throughout the com- 
munity. 


Examination of future recreation in Natick in terms of short and long range 
personnel, program and facility needs, has been necessarily stifled in the past 

by lack of adequate administrative and supervisory personnel, and a remedy to this 
situation has been proposed for 1971 by the Commission, through the addition of a 
full time professionally trained Recreation Supervisor. Today the employment of 
153 part time staff and over 400 volunteers combining efforts to implement some 

65 different program elements, conclusively demonstrates the need for a supervisory 
staff member to adequately plan, promote and implement the diversified service com- 
ponents of the Department. Commission endorsement of the proposal, after a three 
year evaluation of over-all Department personnel needs, was reached in the sincere 
belief that, through this first phase implementation of a redirected personnel 
critical path, long term efficiencies will be accomplished. 


Severe among obstacles to overcome in the years ahead is the need for a new ap- 
proach to financing, and large scale acquisition of open space and recreation land. 
Scrutinization of public and private funding programs, and more careful examination 
of new methods and techniques of revenue producing procedures, will only partially 
relieve the burden of responsibility now heavily weighing on the taxpayers of 
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Natick. The willingness to accept the challenge of providing such service in- 
tangibles as aesthetic and environmental preservation, and meaningful developmen- 
tal recreation programs must continue to be a primary objective of the community 
at large. 


Planned on a short range scale in the next three years is acquisition of three 
parcels of land adjacent to Lake Cochituate, most necessary for the assurance of 
adequate water oriented facilities, and valuable utilization of one of Natick's 
most treasured natural resources. Sites in West Natick, downtown Natick and 

North Natick have been and will continue to be investigated for possible immediate 
negotiation, while areas in West Natick, East Natick and South Natick will be care- 
fully observed for possible changes on a long range basis. Commitment by Natick 

to land preservation policies is most vital at this time if we are to maintain the 
more natural, rural, atmosphere of the community, to which we are accustomed. 


Developmental projects in 1971 will be primarily focused on the proposed East 
Natick School Recreation Facility Improvement. The Memorial Beach-Dug Pond 
Facility Renovation and Water Resource Protection are proposed for professional 
study in 1971 and submission of final plans and working specification for imple- 
mentation in 1972. 


Recommended also in 1971 is protective color coat resurfacing of tennis courts at 
Natick High School and Wilson Junior High and the basketball courts at Whitney 
Field. The protective sealing treatment of these surfaces, if performed now, will 
eliminate the need for more costly reconstruction or renovation in the years ahead. 


Meaningful Recreation Program Services, the mainstay of people oriented develop- 
ment, continues to hold priority, however, in relation to the over-all Municipal 
Recreation and Park Service. Coordination of a professionally directed plan to 
meet individual and group needs of the Natick Community on a Social, Cultural, and 
Physical Recreation basis, must be foremost in the minds of those responsible for 
the provision of Recreation and Park Service, as they relate to the development of 
the 'whole man" as prescribed by finely drawn Goals and Objectives of Recreation. 


In line with this philosophy, programs for 1971 have been developed, which accord- 
ing to carefully determined priorities, are being proposed for implementation. 


With the program for elementary and adult age groups well established, program 
emphasis in 1971 will be redirected to meet the changing needs of Natick's youth 
culture. 


Programs of social and cultural significance have been proposed for both junior 
and senior high age levels, including a newly developed Summer Co-Recreational Day 
Camp Program for junior high ages at the Town Forest Facility and a Junior High 
Pilot Study Program, that will constitute the initial step in a year-round total 
co-recreational social experience for grades 7 to 9. 


A proposed expansion of the Natick Drama Workshop to a year-round program in 1971 
will provide a more in-depth cultural experience for both junior and senior high 
ages. The fall, winter and spring program featuring both clinic and laboratory 
sessions will be a most welcome supplement to the extremely limited experiences 
that are available to Natick youth. 
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1971 will be a year of reflection, and a barometer for the 1970's in terms of 
youth program priority reorganization. 


Recreation and Park Service is more essential to human development and growth than 
ever before in the history of society. The need for man to understand himself and 
others and learn to express himself in a positive manner, is vital to the future 
of this country and most certainly the Natick community. , Recreation in Natick, as 
it has in nearly every phase of national, state, city and town societal units, 
must continue to receive the support and priority of the community at large. 


Example of the priority now being placed on recreation here in Massachusetts is 
the proposed establishment of a State Recreation Coordinator's Department within 
the new, soon to be established, nine cabinet structure of State Government, 
brought about by the demand for Recreation Services by Massachusetts residents. 
Natick has, over the years, been a leader in acknowledging the importance of 
recreation to the development of enriching community life and can take great pride 
in its accomplishments of the past and plans for the future. 


The Recreation and Park Commission, and Professional and Non-Professional Staff of 
the Recreation and Park Department, expresses their most sincere gratitude to the 
Natick residents at large, to the various Town departments, Officials and Com- 
mittees and to all those who have contributed so much in making 1970 another year 
of progress and achievement.

I hereby submit my annual report for this office of the Town Clerk covering the 
year ending December 31, 1970. 


The year 1970 has proven to be one of the busiest, both in elections as well as 
revenue received. Total revenue received in the office of the Town Clerk amounted 
to $22,143.33. This is an increase of $2,265.29 over the year 1969. The total 
revenue received by this office was subsequently turned over to the Town Treasurer 
for which I hold the receipts. 


As of December 31, 1970 our records show as being recorded 736 births, 429 mar- 
riages and 345 deaths. It is well to inform you that this is not the total births, 
marriages and deaths of Natick residents for the year 1970. 


In many cases these records of births, marriages and deaths of Natick residents 
will not be received by this office from out of town or out of state for at least 
two to three months. 


The New England Town Clerks Association, as well as the Massachusetts Town Clerks 
Association, is endeavoring to find ways in which vital statistics can be pro- 
cessed more rapidly so that a more accurate report can be made in the Annual Town 
Report. 


Our records also show a total of 1838 dog licenses were issued for the year 1970. 
The different categories as sold were:

$10.00 Kennel - 6

$50.00 Kennel - 4 


After proper deductions the monies collected for dog and kennel licenses were 
turned over to the County by the Town Treasurer. In return, from the County 
the Public Library is proportionately refunded. 


Residents of Natick are once again reminded that all dogs three months of age or 
older are required by law to be licensed. 


The report of the Town Clerk for the year 1970 would not be complete without 
mentioning and thanking the Genealogical Society of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-Day Saints for their wonderful gift to the Town of Natick. 


On May 2, 1970, the Church of Latter-Day Saints completed microfilming over 
364,000 copies of every birth, marriage and death record that is on file in the 
office of the Town Clerk. 


Presently stored for safekeeping in Salt Lake City, Utah, are copies of these 
vital statistics free of charge to the Town. In case of disaster to the records 
filed in this office, a new copy could be obtained in just a matter of a few days. 


Also received from the Church were the microfilm rolls of these records which I 
hope to put into use in the very near future.

We, the Board of Registrars, wish to submit our annual report for the year 1970. 
Our records show a total of 15,508 registered voters as of December 31, 1970. 


The year 1970 proved to be one of the most successful years in voter turn out per- 
centagewise, in what is known as an “off year election", the highlight of which 

was on State Election Day, November 3, 1970 when 87% of the registered voters cast 
their ballot. During the year 1970 the Board of Registrars strived to protect your 
voting rights, and to make voting more accessible and easier to the voting public. 


Many election laws were changed in 1970, one of which was the lowering of the vot- 
ing age from 21 years of age to 19 years of age for Town and Statewide offices - 
and 18 years of age for Federal offices. The Board is waiting with great anticipa- 
tion to see how many of these new eligible voters will recognize their responsi- 
bilities as American citizens and take advantage of this opportunity to become a 
registered voter. 


We, the Board of Registrars are required by State Statute to annually conduct a 
Town Census of any person 17 years of age and over. We must stress upon you, the 
residents of the Town of Natick, the importance of the Annual Town Census. It is 
not only conducted to protect your right to vote but we are also called upon many 
times to certify some form of legal document; to determine legal residence, to 
establish credit, to attend schools, to obtain certification for government bonus 
for service in the Armed Forces. The Annual Town Census is the only source for the 
aforementioned and it is also the means for up-dating the Voters List. 


Your cooperation in helping us to protect your voting rights by answering the 
Annual Town Census is asked for once again. 


On January 2, 1970 the Annual Town Census was conducted by the U. S. Mail for the 
first time in the history of the Town of Natick. The cooperation of the residents 
in returning the census information was most gratifying to the Board. The policy 
of conducting the Annual Town Census has proven to be most successful and thus will 
be continued.

The Morse Institute report for 1970 is hereby submitted. 


The total circulation of books for the year was 272,324 which represents an in- 
crease in the circulation of adult books and a slight decrease in children's books. 
5,072 books were ordered, classified, cataloged and processed for circulation and 
4,910 were discarded. 


Reference work is one of the most challenging and interesing services of the 
library. Questions come from borrowers' inquiries at the desk, by mail and by 
telephone. Sample questions include: information on stocks and bonds, current 
information on Denmark's foreign trade, biographical material on Truman Capote, 
meaning of ABCD in a news story, Treaty by which U.S. and Mexico transferred land, 
travel information on Corfu, pictures of Civil War uniforms in color, specifica- 
tions of the Canadian aircraft carrier, Bonaventure. Some answers can be found 
quickly and others require considerable research. Frequent use is made of the 

N.Y. Times and the Natick papers on microfilm. The pamphlet file has been expanded 
and is a useful source of current information along with periodical articles. 


The Children's Library continued to have regular visits from the 4th, 5th and 6th 
grades at the Center School and from all the grades at St. Patrick's School. The 
Bennett-Hemenway first grades, the Natick Cooperative Nursery School, the First 
Congregational Church Nursery School all had field trips to the Children's room. 
Each Saturday morning from October through May there was a story hour for kinder- 
garten through grade two and on the last Tuesday of the month for pre-school 
children. During July and August two successful Summer Reading programs were 
conducted; "Moon Walk" for the older children and "Big Chief" for the younger ones. 
257 children, at the library and on the Bookmobile, completed the required reading. 
Miss Womboldt gave a talk on children's books for the Natick Mother's Club in 
November. 


Both Bookmobiles provided their usual excellent library service to the community. 
The Adult Bookmobile showed a slight increase in circulation. This Bookmobile now 
includes stops at Cedar Gardens and at the Maria Hayes Home. During the summer 

an additional stop was made in the Winter Street area. The School Bookmobile main- 
tained a good circulation, even though there was a slight drop in comparison with 
the previous year. Both Bookmobiles carry an unusually good collection of books 
carefully selected to supply their patron's needs. A new engine and a generator, 
for supplying heat and electricity, were installed in the School Bookmobile which 
is now 12 years old. With these major repairs completed, it should give a few 
more years service before being replaced. 
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A Paperback Collection of books was started with a selection of titles that would 
appeal to the young adult reading interests. This proved to be very popular and 
will be expanded further in the coming year. Some of the paperbacks were dupli- 
cates of books in the regular collection and others were new titles. 


The Librarian and the Children's Librarian met several times with the High School 
and Junior High Librarians to discuss school and library cooperation - ways of 
obtaining better cooperation from the teachers regarding advance notification of 
school assignments. If this were possible, there could be a more even distribu- 
tion of available material among the students. A manual was drafted that would be 
given to the teachers, explaining library services available to them and indicating 
what would be expected from them. 


Membership in the Eastern Regional Public Library System has proved beneficial in 
providing better library service for Morse Institute patrons. Many books are bor- 
rowed through the sub-regional center at the Wellesley Free Library. If a re- 
quested book is not in the Wellesley Library, the information is relayed to the 
Boston Public Library by teletype. In many cases, if a book is not in either 
library, it is purchased by the Boston Public Library. The Morse Institute has a 
"Union List"’ of the periodical holdings of all the libraries in the Eastern Sub- 
region, so that a borrower may know where to locate a particular magazine not in 
the Morse Institute collection. Natick borrowers are entitled to cards without 
charge at the Wellesley Free and Boston Public Libraries. Any Natick organization 
may register at the Boston Public Library for a card to borrow films. Workshops 
sponsored by the Eastern Region on "Public Relations and Publicity" and on "Film 
Programming'' were attended by several members of the staff. The Librarian also 
attended business meetings, where further means of improving service were dis- 
cussed. Book Lists for distribution to the public, as well as “Suggested Books 
for Purchase'' were regularly received from the Eastern Regional Office. 


The meeting room on the second floor was used by a number of Natick organizations, 
such as the Boy Scout Council, the Girl Scout Council, the Natick Historical 
Society, the Environmental Control Commission and the Metco Group. It is available 
free of charge for any civic, cultural, or educational group. 


The Library has been very fortunate in having so many interesting exhibits in both 
the Adult and Children's display cases. They always attract a great deal of 
attention. Many thanks to those who so kindly loaned their collections. 


In July Mrs. Helen Fletcher was promoted from an Assistant Librarian to Circulation 
Librarian to fill the vacancy created when Mrs. Doris Bower changed to a part-time 
assistant. In October Mrs. Zelda Schiffenbauer was appointed to the position of 

an Assistant Librarian. For the first time in some years the Library had a full 
staff. Mrs. Schiffenbauer came to Natick with experience at the Palo Alto, Cali- 
fornia, City Library. 


The staff would like to thank the members of the Natick Garden Club for the many 
plants and flower arrangements that were brought in the library. They were a joy 
and pleasure for the patrons as well as the staff. The Library is grateful to the 
"Natick Bulletin" and the "Suburban Free Press and Recorder" for the gift of their 
respective papers and for printing the library news; to the Natick Federal Savings 
and Loan Association for the book marks and the plastic bags to protect the bor- 
rowers' books in stormy weather; to the Natick Trust Company for the envelopes for 
borrowers' cards and the lovely poinsettia plant at Christmas. 
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Many gifts of books and magazines have been received, among them several memorial 


gift books. There was also a generous donation of funds for books in memory of 
Endora Mortimer Vance who died in January. 


State and regional library meetings were attended by various staff members during 
the year. The Librarian attended the Annual American Library Association Con- 
ference in Detroit Michigan in June. 


The Librarian would like to express her appreciation to all the staff for their 


loyalty and cooperation and to the Trustees for their understanding and support of 
the Library's problems and needs.

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Committee Reports 


BACON FREE LIBRARY MAINTENANCE COMMITTEE 


The Bacon Free Library received wide publicity this year when the firm of Campbell 
and Hall, book dealers, featured a picture of the library and its unique fence on 
the cover of its October catalog, which was distributed nationwide to all li- 
braries, schools and book dealers. The following description was included: 


"ON THE COVER: The Bacon Free Library, of South Natick, Mass., a 
cherished institution steeped in history and literary tradition. The 
wrought-iron fence in the foreground commemorates the life and works of 
John Eliot, ‘Apostle to the Indians,' the alternating crosses and arrows 
symbolizing his ministry to the Christian Indians who were the first 
settlers of Natick. 


"Despite its fortress-like facade, the library's interior is a place of 
tall windows and lofty ceilings, of light airy spaciousness, where child- 
ren and adults of the town browse among the current books, while the shades 
of such former patrons as Harriet Beecher Stowe and Horatio Alger, Jr., 
patrol the library's notable collection of early American works. 


"A prized treasure of the museum on the lower level is one of the few 
surviving copies of John Eliot's translation of the Bible into the Mohican 
language." 


The library completed the rehabilitation of its historic fence in 1970, and now is 
only $500 short of its goal of $422,560 for the project. The 1969 Town Meeting 
had appropriated $12,000 toward this, and businesses and individuals gave the 
remainder. 


Librarian Mrs. Edmund Shedd reports a circulation of 9111 adult books for the year, 
(3345 nonfiction, 5766 fiction) and 7483 juvenile books, (1615 nonfiction, 5868 
fiction). In addition, 294 records were circulated. 


Over 200 pamphlets and other material were added to the "vertical file", and 421 
new adult volumes and 333 juvenile books were acquired. Paperback editions, which 
have proved to be extremely popular in this library, increased by 383. 


Twenty-five children received certificates during the summer reading program, and 
the two resident gerbils produced 32 offspring during the year as their contri- 
bution to education! 


A large display case was given to the library and is used for exhibits of interest. 
One of the most popular was a collection of bonnets and hat-making equipment 
arranged by Mrs. Walter Peinze, curator of the Historical Museum on the lower 
level. 


The library is open Monday from 2:00 to 8:30 PM, Tuesday and Thursday from 9:00 to 
11:00 AM and 2:00 to 5:30 PM, and Wednesday, Friday and Saturday from 2:00 to 
5:30 PM. Assistant librarians are Mrs. Marian Robinson and Mrs. Lee Duvall.

Charles W. Emanuelli was re-elected to the Board without opposition, thus rejoining 
Nicholas Arthur and Donald F. Atherton. 


The Board held a meeting in March and Mr. Nicholas Arthur'was elected chairman and 
Mr. Donald F. Atherton, clerk by unanimous vote. 


The Board was forced to increase the tax rate for the year 1970 to $64.30 due to 
several factors, such as the decrease in the distribution from the local aid fund, 
increase in our share of the county operating expenses, and the big item, of course, 
is the increase in the expenditures approved by the Annual Town Meeting. 


The Board continues to work closely with other town departments to improve the over- 
all efficiency and effectiveness of the office. We have hired for another year our 
capable appraisal firm of Whipple, Magane and Darcy, who started appraising new con- 
struction, additions and alterations in December 1969, and it is hoped that some 
approximate valuation figure can be reached for the Annual Town Meeting in March, 


1970. 


This department continues to press for a change in legislation to help ease the 
burden on the disabled veterans and widows of towns that have gone to the full and 
fair cash value method of assessing. 


To our office force, those in other town departments who assisted us in our labors, 
and to the taxpayers who supported us in our efforts to provide equitable assess— 
ments throughout Natick, we express our sincere thanks.

Veterans’ Service 


I hereby submit my report of registration and care of veterans' graves for the year 
ending December 31, 1970. 


Thirty-three veterans passed away in the Town of Natick during the past year: 
14 World War I

2 Vietnam Veterans (One died in service.) 
ds Peacetime Veteran 


Thirteen Natick veterans were buried in out-of-town cemeteries. Seventeen out-of- 
town veterans were buried in Natick cemeteries. 


This year as I examined all of the veterans' graves in all of the cemeteries in the 
Town of Natick, I found 78 missing and corroded markers. These markers were re-— 
placed so that every veteran's grave was properly marked. 


The Town of Natick appropriates $506.00 a year for the care of veterans! graves. 
This money is paid to the men who take care of these cemeteries and is allocated as 
follows: Caretaker of North Cemetery ... $200.00; Caretaker of Eliot Cemetery ... 
$76.00; Caretaker of Glenwood Cemetery ... $30.00. The balance of this appropria- 
tion is used for bronze markers and flags and maintenance of maps.

VETERANS' BENEFITS AND SERVICES 


I hereby submit my annual report of the Department of Veterans’ Benefits and Vet-— 
erans' Services for the year ending December 31, 1970: 


Veterans' Benefits —- There were 871 cases filed for financial aid during the year 
ending December 31, 1970. These cases are broken down into persons aided so that 
the total persons aided in 1970 would be 2,257. 


These benefits come under Chapter 115, State Laws of Massachusetts, and mean that 
any wartime veteran, including the Vietnam Era, with an honorable discharge is eli- 
gible for benefits as well as his dependents. The veteran must have resided in 
Massachusetts three years to be eligible for benefits if he did not enter the ser- 
vice from Massachusetts. There is no waiting period when veteran is a Massachusetts 
entry. 


These benefits are paid by the State and the Town. The State reimburses the Town 
50% of their budgets which are spent for veterans' benefits. In fact, for the year 
1970, the State of Massachusetts will reimburse the Town of Natick $91,812.68 for 
veterans' benefits. 


This year, three permanent recipients of veterans' benefits passed away. Two assign- 
ment cases were discharged for a total of $540.95 coming back to the Town. At 
present, we have six assignments pending and four liens on real estate pending. 


Assignments are taken when an insurance settlement is involved. The Town must be 

reimbursed for the amount aided when the recipient receives an award. Real estate 
liens are taken when a dependent parent of veteran receives aid, with exception of 
Gold Star Parents. 


Veterans' Services - This year, 3,900 photostatic copies of documents and discharges 
were made. 


The following awards have gone directly to the veterans, widows, and dependent chil- 
dren of the veteran. This office has helped these people file with the Veterans 
Administration and the total amount awarded came to approximately $295,000.00.

Vietnam Bonus applications are completed in this office and taken into the Bonus 
Division with the original DD214 by the Director. The DD214, with bonus number 
stamped thereon, is brought back to Natick by the Director the same day so that the 
original can be picked up at the office by the veteran. The Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts mailed $42,100.00 directly to Natick Vietnam veterans who applied through 
BiULS CLL ICS. 


V.A. hospitalization patient days amounted to 1,125 for Natick veterans. If this 
department had to pay for these veterans in hospitals, the amount would have 
totalled $101,250.00. 


Burial allowances received from the V.A. for 1970 was $8,320.00. This amount goes 
directly to the beneficiary or the funeral director. 


On August 12, 1970, the President of the United States signed Public Law 91-376 
which increased disability compensation rates. Veterans found eligible for disa- 
bility compensation would be entitled to monthly compensation payments ranging from 
$25.00 to $450.00, depending on the percentage of disability. This office helps 
the veteran file for his disability. 


This office has helped many veterans, widows, and dependent children to apply for 
Social Security awards by contacting the Framingham Office. This helps to expedite 
the application. 


In order to render these services, this department has to keep up with current laws 
and new laws that occur constantly. 


These awards mean that this money comes into the Town of Natick and is a great sav- 
ings to the Natick taxpayer. 


Selective Service - As Registrar for Local Board #18 for the Town of Natick, I have 
registered 138 young men for the year of 1970. All young men have five days to 
register for Selective Service after their eighteenth birthday and this year they 
have been prompt in doing so, compared to other years. 


Veterans' Services Agents Association — My third term as President of the Middlesex 
County Veterans' Services Agents Association should have expired February 1970 but 
was extended to April 1970. 


As Past President of the Massachusetts Veterans' Agents Association, I was again 
appointed to the State Association Legislative Committee for this year. 


Itemized Details - For complete details, list of expenditures and receipts of the 
Department of Veterans' Benefits and Services, I refer you to the report of the Town 
Comptroller.

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Planning Board 


In 1970 the Planning Board held 24 regular meetings, two public hearings on zoning 
articles, the first prior to the Annual Town Meeting in March and the second in 
advance of a Special Town Meeting in April, plus a public meeting in October on 
the Master Plan Up-dating, Phases One and Two. The Board, or individual members, 
met on numerous occasions with other boards, committees and citizens, as well as 
with local and regional organizations. 


THE MASTER PLAN 


The first two phases of the Comprehensive Master Plan Up-dating were completed, 
printed and delivered to the Planning Board in September 1970. The third and final 
phase was begun and will be completed in the spring of 1971. 


In February the Citizens Planning Advisory Committee was formed by the Planning 
Board under the guidelines set down by the Federal Housing and Urban Development 
Agency. Ten meetings were held with the 12-member committee and the consultants 
from Metcalf & Eddy, who are primarily responsible for the contents of the Master 
Plan. In October the Planning Board appointed a 13th member to the committee, and 
in December a chairman, vice-chairmm and secretary were elected for the purpose of 
organizing it to pursue planning studies in a quasi-autonomous manner. 


ZONING ACTION AT TOWN MEETING 


All articles affecting zoning in the Warrant for the 1970 Annual Town Meeting 

were reviewed by the Planning Board. In accordance with the provisions of the 
Zoning By-Law of the Town of Natick and the General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, the Board held a duly advertised public hearing on February 4, 1970. 


In making its recommendations to the Town Meeting, with respect to proposed amend- 
ments to the Zoning By-Law, the Planning Board was guided, in part, by the know- 
ledge that the Comprehensive Plan was nearing completion and that any proposals 
for radical changes in zoning submitted to Town Meeting might adversely affect the 
over-all land-use pattern envisioned by the consultants in their study. 


The following is an account of the recommendations made and the actions taken on 
Articles 77, 78, 79, 80 and 81 of the Annual Town Meeting. 


These articles, all privately sponsored, were related to the re-zoning of land on 
Route 9 between Park Avenue and Walnut Street. Article 77 requested a change to 
Residential Single zoning and Articles 78 and 79 asked that the same area be re- 
zoned to Commercial Two (the depth distance of the zone was the difference between 
these two.) Articles 80 and 81 related to Use Regulations and changes therein that 
would allow multiple dwellings to be erected in any single-residence area. 


Town Meeting action resulted in indefinite postponement on the five articles, as 
had been recommended by the Planning Board. 


A Special Town Meeting on April 14th included a Planning Board-sponsored article 
for the re-zoning of a narrow length of Industrial Two land to Residential Single 
(A) north of the Penn Central Railroad from Boden Lane west to the Framingham Town 
Line. This article received the affirmative vote requested of the Town Meeting 
members by the Planning Board. 
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SUBDIVISION CONTROL 


During 1970 the Planning Board approved one subdivision of land in Precinct 2 in- 
volving the creation of 14 house lots and the construction of two streets. A 
Preliminary Plan of a subdivision in Precinct 1, which proposed approximately 52 
houses and four streets, was disapproved, without prejudice, pending changes in 
street layout and improved water pressure to serve the homes. 


At the end of 1970 the Planning Board had under its jurisdiction 22 subdivisions 

containing 582 house lots. As security to insure completion of all roadways and 

related construction, the Planning Board is holding bonds in the aggregate sum of 
$64,200 for 12 of the 18 subdivisions currently listed as approved. 


A total of 35 plans were signed as not requiring approval of the Planning Board 
under the Subdivision Control Law. 


BOARD OF APPEALS 


There were 58 petitions to the Zoning Board of Appeals reviewed by the Board and 
17 of them received comments or opposition in the form of a letter to the Appeals 
Board. 


PERSONNEL 


In March Mr. Clifton A. Buchner was elected to the Natick Planning Board to serve 
for a five-year term replacing Mr. Charles M. Harden who had been an outstanding 
member of the Board for seven years. By unanimous vote of the Board, Mr. Harden 
was asked to retain his appointment to the Building Code Revision Committee as 
Planning Board representative so that his excellent contribution to this group 
could be continued. 


In December Dr. Andrew Schilling was selected from approximately 30 applicants to 
fill the position of Planning Director, his appointment by the Selectmen to be made 
intearlyel9/1

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Personnel Board 


The Personnel Board held its regular bi-monthly meetings on the second and fourth 
Wednesday of each month. On January 6, 1971 weekly meetings were begun for the 
preparation and finalization of the 1971 Personnel Board Pay Plan. 


On September 16, 1970, Mr. Henry R. Rose was elected Chairman, with Charles H. 
Harper elected as Vice-Chairman. Mr. Paul V. McMahon was appointed to the Board 
to replace Mr. Milo G. Balcom who resigned. Mr. Balcom was a member of the Board 
for six years. Mr. John W. Nason, Jr. and Mr. Clifford J. Stinson are the other 
members of the Board. 


During the year the Board met with various employees who sought information on the 
extended pay plan adopted at 1970 Annual Town Meeting and vacation and sick leave 
benefits. The Recreation Commission was granted permission to hire two part time 
employees at a rate higher than the starting rate because of the special qualifica- 
tions and experience of these applicants and the lack of other qualified, available 
applicants for these specific positions. 


A study was conducted on Article 10 of Special Town Meeting of 1970. This Article 
was referred to the Board for the purpose of determining if on the job management 
training could be inaugurated for personnel in Town Departments. The result of 
this study is under separate report in this issue. 


Articles were prepared for the 1971 Annual Town Meeting. Meetings were started in 
October with Department Heads, Boards and Commissions to hear recommendations for 
the 1971 Pay Plan. The Personnel Board remind all that the 1970 Pay Plan, as voted 
at the 1970 Annual Town Meeting, contained a cost of living clause (Paragraph D) 
for the 1971 Pay Plan. Because of the economic situation throughout the nation all 
agreed that a cost of living increase would be the most the Town of Natick em- 
ployees should expect in 1971 although some felt that a change in level of some 
positions should be considered. All requests for an up-grading in level were dis- 
cussed and considered by the Personnel Board. | 


Several meetings were held pertaining to the request of the Recreation Commission 
to change the weekly salary rate of their part time employees to an hourly rate. 
The Board concurred with the Comparative Analysis presented by the Recreation 
Superintendent and inaugurated this change in the 1971 Personnel Board Pay Plan. 


The Board spent much time giving consideration to the need for increasing the 
salary rates assigned to each of the fifteen steps in the pay plan. In view of 
the fact that information secured from the Bureau of Labor Statistics indicated 
that the cost of living index had increased by approximately 6% thus providing an 
automatic 6% increase for all regular Town employees; the general state of the 
economy in the Natick area; the substantial rise in unemployment in the Natick 
area; the current high tax rate and the possibility of a rise in that rate even 
without pay increases; and the effect of pay increases being negotiated at the 
time of this report with the several unions on the tax rate, the Board unanimously 
voted to retain the rates of pay assigned to each of the fifteen levels at the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1970 adjusted by the percentage rise in the cost of living.

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PERSONNEL BOARD 


Report of Personnel Board on Article 10 of Special Town Meeting of 1970. 


The relationship between Management and Labor has undergone a vast change within 
the past thirty years. At one time the role of Management was absolute. It repre- 
sented wealth, power, superior education, privilege and authority. To Labor was 
relegated the inferior role of poverty, submissiveness, inferior education and 
obedience. There was very little that both classes had in common. Men were pro- 
moted to positions of authority on the basis of their job ability. Their knowledge 
of basic human relation principles was a factor not worthy of consideration. This 
is no longer true, Management and Labor today have more in common than they do dif- 
ferences. They are both home owners, drive similar cars, belong to the same clubs, 
their children attend the same schools and their standard of living sis) almocusonea 
par. A successful Manager today is one who possesses the necessary leadership 
qualities to motivate others toward a common objective. The emphasis today is not 
So much on job knowledge but on the ability to handle people. 


The program outlined is aimed at the development of a proper recognition and appre- 
ciation of the role of a supervisor in the administration of Town affairs sae he 
brevity of the program makes it impossible to do more than scratch the surface of 
many areas of Supervisory responsibilities, and expose the supervisor to the type 
of skills and knowledge that will enable him to perform his job more efficiently. 
Additional training may be provided through authorized Town programs or may be had 
through evening extension courses offered at most local colleges and universities. 


This type of program, being heavily Management oriented, can best be presented by 
a qualified Industrial Trainer or a Management Development Supervisor. The Per- 
sonnel Board offers its services toward obtaining a qualified Educational and 
Training Director to conduct the program.

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Zoning Board of Appeals 


During 1970, sixty seven (67) cases were filed for Hearing. Ten (10) cases requested 
for commercial purposes were unanimously granted by the Board. One (1) suit was 
filed in Superior Court against the Decision of the Board (#70-39), by an abutter to 
the property. Due to the zoning changes that have taken place in residential areas 
since the construction of certain properties, the majority of appeals approved by 
the Board were requests from sideline and set-back requirements that would not nul- 
lify or derogate from the surrounding area. Thirty seven (37) petitions were 
granted, sixteen (16) were denied, five (5) appeals were withdrawn and nine (9) ap- 
peals are pending.

the Town Treasurer. 


The West Suburban Skating Club on Windsor Avenue is in the final stages of com- 
pletion and it is expected that it will be ready for use very early in 1971. This 
rink will be a valuable asset to the citizens of the Town and many thanks are due 
to all who have worked so diligently on this project. 


Section II of Pinecrest Estates (Larchwood Lane and Tamarack Road), comprising 
sixteen homes, has been completed this year. Twelve new homes are in the process 
of being erected on Mohegan Trail off Kendall Lane. 


Although work has as yet not been started on the Planned Cluster Development 
"Kendall Crossing" (formerly the Bianchi property) on West Central Street, it is 
expected that building will commence early in 1971. 


Clark's Block on Main Street is undergoing extensive remodeling, including the 
installation of an elevator which will be greatly appreciated by the tenants. The 
architecture of the building will not be changed but, when completed, the interior 
will have extremely modern office space and facilities. 


In October, Frederick L. Sanford, Jr., Inspector of Buildings, attended an In 


Service Training Program for Building Inspectors held at the University of Massa- 
chusetts. 


Several preliminary meetings have been held this year by the developers of the 
proposed Planned Cluster Development "Audubon Village".

Natick Housing Authority 


Veterans' Housing 


Pursuant to Section 26U of the General Laws, the Natick Housing Authority, Town of 
Natick, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, submits herewith its Annual Report for the 
calendar year 1970. 


For the past twenty years the fifty-two units (twenty-six duplex houses) of the 
Veterans Housing Project have provided low-income housing for Natick veterans who 
would find comparable commercial rentals far above their means. 


Long-term bonds, coupled with low interest rates and a subsidy provided by the Com- 
monwealth have made it possible to retain the following schedule of rents; families 
with less than three minor dependents, 18% of their income; families with three or 
more minor dependents, 14% of their income. 


During the past year, nine of the twenty-six duplex houses have been modernized by 
the application of vinyl-siding in pastel colors. Payment for these improvements 
were taken from Operating Reserves and have had no effect on the rents of the apart- 
ments. It is the intent of the Board of this Authority to apply siding to the 
remaining fifteen structures within a period of two years. 


The Board is well aware of the growing need for low-income housing and has taken 
steps to meet this need. Consistent with the wishes of the coming Town Meeting, and 
with the interests of qualified Natick residents foremost in mind, the Authority is 
prepared to act under any available legislation to alleviate housing needs in the 
Town. 


Housing for the Elderly (Cedar Gardens) 


With one hundred and sixty-four units of garden-type apartments existing and ninety- 
six more to be constructed shortly, the Town may well feel proud of progress made to 
satisfy the need for elderly housing. The apartments are modern in every respect 
and offer comfort, security and economy to our very deserving elder folks. 


In general, it has been a year of marked progress for this Authority: 
a) Authorization for ninety-six additional units of elderly housing 
has been obtained. 

(b) Groundwork has been laid for a definite program to cope with the 
problems of the shortage of low-income housing. 

(c) The Authority has received from the Department of Community 
Affairs authorization to participate in the program for Rental 
Assistance (Chapter 707 of the General Laws). 

(d) Religious services are now conducted at the Community Hall for 
the convenience of the Elderly. 

(e) The Community Hall has been air-conditioned for the summertime 
comfort of the residents.

Total number of home visits and releases for contagion totaled 1568. Chicken Pox 
this year has been the most prevalent contagious disease. The year 1970 had no 
Measles as a reportable disease. This is the second consecutive year that the Town 
has had no Measles. 


The Health Department in cooperation with the School Department were able to hold 
Mumps, German Measles and Tine Clinics. A total of 1711 Tine Tests were given, 2472 
inoculations for Mumps and 4281 inoculations for German Measles were given. 


The number of out-patients brought to the Middlesex County Sanatorium for x-rays and 
diagnostic services totalled 20. Home visits totalled 197. The number of active 
cases of Tuberculosis reported for 1970 was 7, all of which were pulmonary except l. 
Cause of death for one patient was attributed to Tuberculosis. 


The Evening Division of the Natick Women's Club in conjunction with the Natick 
Health Department once again conducted the Amblyopia Clinic open to all pre-school 
children. A total of 13 referrals were made. Five positive findings were made from 
a total of over 200 examined. 


Flu Clinics were held at the Center School for all Town Employees and teachers. Vac- 
cine was administered to 15l persons. 


Ten Well Baby Clinics were held in 1970. A total of 111 participated and there were 
32 new registrations. The following is a breakdown of the services rendered:

Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for dump stickers totaled $29,430.50 


The Dental Clinic under the Health Department is staffed by three qualified dentists 
and a dental nurse. It opened in September of the school year. All children from 
grades one through six inclusive were examined and Dental Notices were sent to their 
parents for signatures on work needed. Dental work required could be accomplished 
by the staff at the Dental Clinic or by the family dentist. 


The following is a breakdown of work done at the Clinic for 1970 which includes 
charting fillings, cleaning, extractions and x-rays.

Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasurer totaled $1,524.00. 


Through the office of the Natick Board of Health a total of forty-four (44) dog 
bites were reported. From other sources twenty-three (23) bites were reported. The 
total of sixty-seven (67) dogs were examined, found to show absolutely no evidence 
of the contagious disease of Rabies, and were released from quarantine after the 
prescribed ten (10) day confinement. 


In May, the Annual Rabies Clinics were held under the direction of the Natick Board 
of Health. A total number of 1609 animals were vaccinated. The fees received were 
a total of $804.50 which was turned over to the Town Treasurer's Office. 


The head specimens of five (5) squirrels, three (3) rodents, six (6) skunks, three 
(3) cats, and. seven (7) dogs were sent to the State Laboratory at Jamaica Plain for 
analysis of Rabies. These reports were returned as negative. 


The Health Department Laboratory under the supervision of our Director of Public 
Health was again approved and certified by the State Department of Public Health. 
Approval is determined by qualified personnel and up-to-date equipment which is 
usually recommended by the State. Yearly samples are submitted by the State for 
quantitative and qualitative analyses as a method of testing equipment, techniques 
and personnel. 

Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate and Nonesuch Pond tested within Public Health Standards 
for water to be used for swimming purposes. During the months of July and August 
and early September, Dug Pond was again tested on a daily basis because of its high 
bathing load. This service was initiated because of possible adverse effects from 
bacterial growth, due to the dry season which prevailed and high bathing loads. 
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In June of this year, Mr. Stetson Hall, a graduate of the University of Massachmsetts 
was hired to the Health Department staff. 


The following is a combined summary of activities and inspections by Mr.Stetson Hall, 
Sanitarian,and Mr. Taddeo, the Department's Director.

There are nine Day Nurseries in Natick which participate in programs for pre-school 
children from three years of age and up. These establishments are inspected period- 
ically by the Department in order to check the number of children each nursery has 
admitted, medical records and all facets of sanitation and safety required by law. 
Personnel are also checked for chest x-ray clearance. 


Six Nursing Homes in the Town are also inspected periodically by the Department rela- 
tive to sanitary requirements and qualified personnel. Notices of their defi- 
ciencies are forwarded to each nursery for correction. 


No cases of food poisoning have been traced to any eating establishment in the Town 
of Natick for 1970. 


The Town was sprayed a total of six times by the Department's mobile mist blower 
with a refined grade of Malathion. This insecticide is considered one of the least 
toxic of compounds to warm blooded animals. The Mosquito Control Program is in 
operation throughout the year, weather permitting. All swampy, stagnant water areas 
are sprayed and the cleaning of brooks and culverts of debris is a continuous pro- 
gram throughout the year. The Town Dump is also sprayed periodically to eliminate 
and reduce insect breeding. The great concern is cockroaches. Also in operation is 
a rat control program at the Town Dump because of materials in the area conducive to 
rat attraction. 


This Department has received numerous requests this past year to remove hornet nests 
wasp nests and mud wasps in residential areas. On all occasions, elimination and 
removal of these nuisances have been successful. 


Helicopter services are hired annually for the spraying and dusting of six large 
Swamp areas in the confines of the Town of Natick. The dusting is done before or 
during the thaw season in early Spring to prevent the Spring hatching. The spraying 
is carried out during the summer months accordingly. Weather and safety factors 
permitting, frozen swampy areas are dusted during the winter months by the Depart-— 
ment's Mosquito Control Foreman. 


The Department had to issue out several warnings to residents of the Town for violat- 
ing the open burning law which went into effect July of this year. High rise chim- 
neys in the area from factories and plants have been watched closely for smoke vio- 
lation. Investigation by this Department and the State Department of Health were 
necessary for twelve violators. 


The Mental Health Program which was started in 1967 by the members of the Board of 
Health for the residents of Natick requiring help is operating smoothly and effi- 
ciently. It is hoped these services will continue for the needy.

I herewith submit my report of legal activities of the Law Department for the year 
1970. 


This is my fifth year as Town Counsel which has required the full time of my pro- 
fessional services. My earnings for this year under case fees amounted to 
$16,125.00, $1,830.00 to Special Town Counsels; this equals the $18,000.00 appro- 
priated to this account in 1970. 


Activities: I am an active member of the City Solicitors and Town Counsel Associa- 
tion and attend the New England Law Institute Seminars involving municipal law. I 

am also making independent research and study of different phases of municipal law 

to help me in rendering legal advice as Town Counsel. The Selectmen have appointed 
me to the C.A.T.V. Study Committee. I have attended the conflicts of law seminars 

conducted by the Attorney General's Office. 


Special Counsels: This year Attorney Edward R. Lembo of Framingham concluded 
several years of litigation against the Town of Natick involving procedures on the 
Civil Service laws in suspensions and discharge of a police officer. His services 
for 1970 amounted to $825.00. The Selectmen, upon recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, appointed Attorney Samuel H. Cohen of Boston to investigate and take the 
necessary legal action for damages due to a roof defect at the Kennedy Junior High 
School. Mr. Cohen is to work under the direction and with the cooperation of the 
Town Counsel. His services for 1970 amounted to $1,005.00. 


Retainer: Under my retainer fee of $96.16 per week, I am consulted daily, both in 
my office and on the telephone, by various Town Officials, Departments and persons 
dealing with the Town relevant to pending or informal legal questions. In addi- 
tion, I have attended 44 meetings of the Board of Selectmen and 16 meetings of 
other Boards and Committees. All cases and matters handled by Special Town Coun- 
sels appointed by the Selectmen are under my general supervision and this includes 
litigation involving the Town of Natick which is defended by the attorneys retained 
under our General Liability Insurance coverage. Under the Town Counsel By-Laws, I 
review as to form and content, contracts, town accident reports, covenants, bonds 
and other legal documents involving legal matters which require my approval; notify 
in writing all departments of new legislation and judicial decisions relating to 
their offices; I prepare and review Town Meeting Warrant Articles as to form and 
content inserted by Town Departments and Committees, and draft specific Articles 
for them when requested. I attended this year nine sessions of the Town Meeting 
rendering oral opinions and answering questions to Town Meeting Members. A de- 
tailed Town Report giving the status of all litigation involving the Town of Natick 
is appended to this report. 


Case Fees: Under my case fees, I have written 53 legal opinions requested by the 
various Town Boards and Committees, prosecuted in the Natick District Court for 
violation of the Town's By-Laws. There are two cases that were appealed to the 
Supreme Judicial Court involving Town Departments which I am now defending. At 

the request of the Finance Committee and the Recreation Department, I have drafted 
and executed the first option agreement to purchase land known as "Camp Mary 
Bunker" off North Main Street. Under the Articles passed at the 1969 Town Meeting, 
I have negotiated the purchase of land for parking on Middlesex Avenue and on Pond 
Street adjoining existing municipal parking facilities. The Board of Selectmen and 
the Law Department were unable to negotiate purchases of land as directed by Arti- 
cles in the Town Meeting of 1969 for a town dump and property located on West 
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Central Street abutting our municipal parking lot. After two years of negotiation, 
the Public Works Commissioners and this Department executed a permit fee with the 
Department of Natural Resources for water wells off Cypress Road located on their 
property. The Finance Committee has requested and received from me a written 
opinion involving the use of the facilities at the Leonard Morse Hospital for a 
professional office building. After lengthy negotiations and conferences, this 
Department participated with the Town Counsels of Wellesley, Needham, Westwood and 
Lexington in drafting and executing leases for computer equipment to be used joint- 
ly between said towns by their respective School Departments. I have settled 
several welfare suits against the Town of Natick in the Municipal Court for the 
City of Boston which were pending before the State takeover of the welfare services 
prior to July 1, 1968. The legal services rendered are to be paid by a Special 
Federal Grant set up in the Comptroller's Office. The Selectmen have authorized 
me to negotiate and execute a license for use of the parking facilities of Saint 
Patrick's Parish involving spaces for 140 vehicles. 


Projection: My policy has been and will continue to be to avoid litigation where 
possible. This Department cannot anticipate the amount of litigation in the year 
1971. Every effort will be made to keep the legal expenses to a minimum but not at 
the expense of any decline to the Town's need for legal advice. It is my opinion 
that the present structure of the Law Department is the most practical and economi- 
cal to the Town. There is an Article in the 1971 Annual Town Meeting changing the 
term of the Town Counsel from one year to a three-year term. If this is passed, it 
will give an opportunity to the present Town Counsel and future Town Counsels to 
implement long-range plans affecting the Law Department and of benefit to the Town. 
This term of office of three years will be consistent with the terms of other mu- 
nicipal officers. The Town could be better served if the Town Counsel were able to 
continue to work closely with Town Departments and Committees which require its 
services; and not only on matters relative to their jurisdiction but also their 
rights in relation to other Town Departments so they may receive independent and 
impartial legal advice. 


I wish to again extend my appreciation to the present Board of Selectmen for the 
confidence they have placed in me and the cooperation and consideration shown to me 
by the individual Town Officials, Department Heads and municipal employees.

I hereby respectfully submit the following report for 1970. 


Through this year of turbulence, disorder and change, there has been a marked in- 
crease in consumer affairs and a mounting interest in the welfare of the consumer, 
both on the part of government authorities and the individual. 


The soaring cost of living, the spiraling increases in prices of food and all com- 
modities has made us all aware of the strain on our income. 


Almost everybody is a consumer in one way or another. The motorist buying gaso- 
line--the householder getting oil deliveries--the housewife buying meats and 
groceries—-all these factors come under the jurisdiction of the Weights and 
Measures Department. 


Consumer protection is the basis and the fundamental reason for Weights and 
Measures Administration. 


The importance of one phase of Weights and Measures work is prepackaged reweighs 
(the reweighing of packaged meats in the markets) becomes increasingly apparent. 


Through the year, over three million pounds of fresh meat, packaged, totaling over 
five million dollars in retail value was sold by the markets in Natick to the local 
consumers. 


Recognizing a minimum of one percent margin of error in the process of packaging, 
pricing, and merchandising, the inspection and reweighs done by this department re- 
veals a saving to the local buyers of over fifty thousand dollars. This is in meat 
alone. 


Considering the inspections of other commodities plus the checking and adjusting 
of and weighing and measuring devices, the savings to the townspeople would be 
very much more. 


To contemplate for a moment the absence of all Weights and Measures Administration 
and enforcement, with no control of any kind, would create a very depressing pic- 
ture. 1t would be open season, at the expense of the buying public for any un- 
scrupulous merchants, dealers and businessmen. 


During the year, 22 investigations were made by this department, following up com- 
plaints from residents who believed they had been cheated or overcharged. Most of 
these revealed the presence of error, either on the part of the seller or the 
buyer. 


One case involved the purchase of gasoline by a resident from a reputable dealer. 
He felt that he had been overcharged for five gallons. Subsequent inspection re- 
vealed the presence of an auxiliary tank which held 5 gallons of which the owner 
was unaware. 


Another case covered the purchase of coke from an old and reputable company. A 
local resident bought a ton and claimed short measure. An estimate by this depart- 
ment conceded their delivered amount was about a half-ton. The coke was wet, and 

a test showed that coke will double its weight when wet. He had received a ton 

but half of it was water. The company was notified and immediately sent another 
half-ton to the purchaser. 
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Two cases dealt with canned vegetables. The buyer claimed short weight, not — 
realizing that the net contents as marked on the can included the fluid in which 
the product was packed. 


Some dealt with packaged meats which were quickly rectified. Some concerned bread, 
which is unusual. Bread is locally sent out from a bakery about an ounce over- 
weight to allow for shrinkage. 


One complaint dealt with the sale of oysters. A customer bought a pint of oysters 
at a local market; a little pint container was only partly filled. Checking on 
this, it was found that the clerk was adhering to the old adage, "a pint is a 
pound the whole world 'round," which just isn't true. It may be with water, but 
not with liquor commodities. 


These investigations provided many interesting aspects, but I believe the merchants 
and businessmen in the town are all men of integrity and honesty. 


The Weights and Measures Department is the watchdog of the consumers protection. 


Citizens of the town are urged to contact this office (653-4230) in the event they 
are faced with any problem or complaint in the field of Weights and Measures, to 
report faulty scales, measuring devices, or in cases where they suspect fraud, 
error or malfeasance in transactions involving Weights and Measures. 


Continued and added emphasis will be placed on the reweighing and rechecking of the 
prepackaged meats and other commodities. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the merchants of the town 
and all others who assisted me in the performance of my duties throughout the year.

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Forestry Department 


The Forestry Department was most active in its many duties of tree maintenance, 
tree planting, spraying, and removals in 1970. 


Dutch Elm Disease 


The Department reports for 1970, the removal and disposal of over one hundred (100) 
Dutch Elm diseased trees. Sanitation methods such as pruning, trimming, spraying, 
removal and disposal of diseased trees continues to be carried on throughout the 
Town. 


Spraying 
A dormant spray was applied as in other years, in early April to all Elm trees in 
an effort to curtail the Elm Bark beetle. During April, May, June and July a 
foliage spray was applied for Elm Leaf beetle, Birch Leaf miner, Oak Leaf miner 
and other tree pests. The Department continues to use only the insecticides recom- 
mended and approved by the Shade Tree Laboratory of the University of Massachusetts 
at Amherst and the Waltham Field Station. All employees of the Department who 
apply insecticides are licensed by the Commonwealth. 


Tree Maintenance 
A continuing inspection program was carried out throughout the Town for all trees 
needing pruning, shaping, dead wood removal, bark tracing, and root feeding. 


Planting 


The tree planting program continues to progress, and we report the planting of 
over two hundred (200) trees of various varieties throughout the Town. Trees were 
planted in the playground areas at Murphy and Bennett-Hemenway schools, for future 
shaded areas for recreation purposes. 


Stump Removal 
A total of one hundred fifty (150) stumps were removed below ground level in 
various sections of the Town. 
Christmas Lights 


The Forestry Department worked in cooperation with the Fire Department in the 
installation of the Christmas lights and decorations in the downtown area in 
December, and their removal in January. 


New Equipment 


The Department reports the addition of a new International pick-up truck in 1970. 
Also, a new Brush Chipping machine for the disposal of brush. 


Several of the personnel of the Forestry Department attended courses during 1970 
at the Waltham Field Station, concerning various phases of tree management, preser- 
vation and conservation.

Treasurer’s Office Committee 


Treasurer's Office Committee was appointed by the Board of Selectmen November oe 
1970. The Committee held meetings to study (1) the term of the Town Treasurer and 
combining this office with another office; and (2) the function and reorganization 
of the Treasurer's Office. 


Since the General Laws under which Natick operates state that the Treasurer must be 
elected, the discussions led to a choice of leaving this office a part time position 
or combining it with another office, such as clerk or collector. The majority of 
towns in Massachusetts have a combination treasurer-collectors and a few have 
treasurer-clerks. Some have a combination office by legislative acts or referenda 
and some by virtue of the same person holding two positions. Since one cannot fore- 
tell the outcome of elections, the Committee's discussions centered on combining 
the office of Treasurer with another. 


Our conclusion is to leave the Treasurer as a separate office, for the following 
reasons: 


(1) a separate office serves as a check and balance 
2) there is not enough time to make a change this year 
3) the Treasurer's Office requires expertise not required tor other offices. 


The preparation of the payroll is now being done by the Treasurer's Office, yet is 
not a necessary function of that office. The large amount of time spent preparing 
the payroll led to the Committee's discussing the use of data processing equipment 
in Natick. 


One of our meetings was joint with the Data Processing Study Committee of Mr. James 
N. Luttrell, Chairman, Board of Selectmen; and Mr. Alfred McGrath and Mr. Percy 
Laming of the Finance Committee. Our conclusion is that although there may be many 
uses for data processing equipment, including payroll preparation, there is a need 
for further in-depth study of the needs of the whole Town, and of a timetable for 
its implementation. 


Temporary alternatives to the acquisition of data processing equipment for prepar- 
ing payroll are: 


(1) the use of a commercial data processing service 
(2) sharing the use of another town's equipment (at a lower cost) 


The time available to this Committee has been insufficient for in-depth study of the 
use of data processing. Also, a Town Meeting Committee would be more appropriate 
for this study. Therefore, we ask to be discharged. 


We especially thank Mr. Richard Potter, Town Treasurer, and Mr. Stanley Lavery, 
Town Comptroller-Administrator, who served as ex-officio members and were helpful in 
answering many questions.

Council On Aging 


On all sides the year 1970was heralded as a time for change and challenge. Natick's 
Council on Aging has not been immune to these changing times. However, we have not 
changed in our determination to focus our attention on the needs and interests of 
our elderly citizens and make plans accordingly to help and advise these good people 
of these services available to them. 


Following the recommendation of last year's Council a questionnaire was sent to 
approximately 2000 elderly people in an attempt to identify their needs and wishes. 
Over five hundred returned the papers but only a few answered all the questions con- 
cerning the topics of food, shelter, leisure time, transportation and finance. (It 
Should be noted that the questionnaires could have been too lengthy and complicated, 
leading to some misunderstanding. ) 


The responses have been carefully tabulated. Now the Council is concerned with 
interpreting the results. Can we justify increasing the Drop-In Center facilities 
when 296 out of 525 failed to answer questions on leisure time interests at all? 
418 said they did not attend the present facility. The Drop-In Center at Sherrill 
Hall was operated through May under the capable supervision of Mr. Anthony Pais. 
Our sincere thanks go to him for his many hours of work. 


Transportation has been cited frequently as one of the disturbing problems. Some 
communities have made special bus routes available for the elderly to travel to the 
center of town, shopping areas, medical centers, etc. Plans are now being consid- 
ered for similar limited service in Natick. Is the Town willing to provide money 
for this service? Is there enough interest to justify the program? 


The Hot Lunch Program, sponsored by Federal and State agencies,has created some 

interest. This would involve use of school cafeteria facilities and transportation 
of people to the schools or delivery of meals to other central points. According to 
questionnaire returns 82% indicated they could adequately supply food needs. While 
favoring the Hot Meal Program in principle, at the same time 52% said they would not 
go to a neighborhood location nor did they want a hot meal brought into their homes. 


These are but a few of the problems and challenges which the Council has been dis- 
cussing this year. 


Meantime the Council itself has changed. Mr. Rourke has delegated Ronald Ordway to 
represent the Recreation Department on the Council. Resignations were received from 
Miss Catherine Kennedy, Mrs. Mary Duffy, and Mrs. Kavanaugh. These resignations 
were accepted with regret. We recognize with sincere appreciation the work all 
these members have done. New appointments by the Selectmen were Miss Anna E. Finn, 
Mrs. Gladys E. Adams, Mrs. Everill P. Sullivan, and Mr. Edmund Jellison. The 
Council reorganized in October with Miss Finn as chairman and Mrs. Sullivan as 
secretary. We have scheduled regular meetings for the 3rd Tuesday of each month. 


The Council could not operate successfully without the ideas and advice of our most 
capable Advisory Committee, chaired by Mrs. Ellen Robbins. We have recently en- 
larged that Committee to include Mrs. Esther Fair, Reverend R. B. Dennett, Monsignor 
Joseph P. Mahoney and Rabbi Harold S. Kushner. 


We would like to have the present Council enlarged to eleven members and recommend 
to the Selectmen that future appointments to the Council on Aging come, if possible, 
from the members of the Advisory Committee whose work brings them in daily contact 
with the problems and interests of our elderly citizens. 


The outstanding event of the year was our Christmas Party planned and served by Mrs. 


Ellen Robbins, Miss Erminia Errico, Miss Margaret Morrissey, Miss Joan O'Brien, Mrs. 
Catherine McQueston, and Mrs. Walter Oseicki of the Advisory Committee. Through the

generosity of Mr. Earle C. Batchelder, the facilities of Walnut Hill School were 
again made available to us. We had full cooperation of the Walnut Hill staff. Over 
two hundred fifty elderly citizens were served a delicious dinner, renewed old 
friendships and were entertained from 4-8 on Sunday, December 20. 


We now come to plans for 1971. At least 2 questions must be answered before we can 
make specific plans; 


1) Are the majority of our elderly citizens interested in extended Drop-In 
Center facilities and/or improved transportation services? 


2) How far are the Natick Taxpayers willing to go in providing the funds 
necessary for planning and establishing these services? 


With the re-organization of our State Government and the National White House Con- 
ference we do expect specific guidelines and funds to be forthcoming. Until then 

we must make decisions locally. We shall appreciate the advice and cooperation of 
all Natick residents and officials.

BUILDING CODE REVISION COMMITTEE 


This Committee has progressed to the point of the writing of a "discussion draft" 
of the proposed new building code. 


The code, as compiled, will contain three major divisions: i.e., Administration, 
Definitions, and Engineering, plus a section devoted to tables, appendices and 
an index. 


The code has been designed to conform to the form and page size of the Town By- 
Laws as revised. It is anticipated that in final form the code will be reproduced 
so aS to fit the same size three-ring binder which accommodates the By-Laws. 


It is anticipated that by the spring of 1971 this Committee will have accomplished 
the following: 


1. Distribution of "discussion draft" to interested persons. 

£. Completion of review with Town Officials, interested residents, 
contractors and planners. 

3. Final corrected draft and submission as a Warrant Article. 

4. Preparation of amendments to the Zoning Code made necessary by the 
deletion of certain sections of the present building code which 
pertain to zoning. 


This Committee would hope that a Special Town Meeting would be convened to be 
primarily devoted to the proposed code. 


The Committee has been frustrated to discover that each successive re-reading of 
code sections results in the discovery of the need for additional change. Various 
Sections have been copied intact from National and State codes but even those sec- 
tions have shown the need for review and revision to conform to our own local con- 
ditions and requirements. 


We hope that interested parties will make constructive written comment at the time 
of distribution of the "discussion draft" rather than wait for the formal Finance 
Committee, Planning Board, and Special Town Meeting sessions. Cooperation in that 
vein will save substantial time and money for required revisions.

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Historical Commission 
In marking the continuing efforts of the Historical Commission it may seem to some 
people that little has been done; but like with many large projects, the results 
will be apparent all at once. There is an urgent need to preserve the beauty spots 
and significant areas of Natick for future generations: and because South Natick 
was the center of all town activity until 1800 and its founder, John Eliot, is a 
world renowned figure, the area is doubly important historically. It has been 
thoroughly researched but because an Historic District Study Committee has not been 
established, the Massachusetts Historic Commission could not accept the reports. 
Therefore, we were obliged to remove the article from the 1970 March Town Meeting 
which we had hoped to include. The article would establish an Historic District 
Commission in South Natick. Now that we have succeeded in having a District Study 
Committee formed, we are obliged to wait until that Committee can do its work. The 
procedures it must follow are that 60 days after submitting its report to the town 
Planning Board, the State Historical Commission, Commissioner of Commerce and Devel- 
opment, and the Commissioner of Natural Resources, there will be a public hearing. 
It will be impossible to get the article into the 1971 Annual Town Meeting Warrant, 
but we hope to bring this question before the Town as soon as possible thereafter. 


The project of getting permission to place identifying placques on the oldest houses 
in town is continuing under the able direction of Mr. George Ames. 


The indexing of the headstones dating previous to 1830 in the West Natick Cemetery 
on Boden Lane has been completed by Miss Virginia Lyster during her summer vacation. 
We certainly appreciate all the work she has done for us. And the Lilja School 
children are planning to index the early stones in the North Natick 1741 Cemetery 

as one of their spring history studies, 


Another project being started is the listing of all Natick participants in the Revo- 
lutionary War, with their complete service records, so Natick will be represented in 
the celebration of the two-hundredth anniversary of the battles in the spring of 
1775, which the State is already preparing.

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Environmental Control Commission 
Although the Natick Environmental Control Commission was voted into being during the 
1970 Town Meeting, appointments were not made until late October. This report, 
therefore, presents initial concepts and actions of a very new town body. 


Protection of the environment has become a major concern of our population, and the 
experts generally agree that in all too many areas our laws and incentives are 
either too lax or actually misdirected. We are thus running ''out of control". This 
Commission hopes to identify problem areas and to recommend the most equitable and 
least restrictive methods which can effectively guide us back to responsible usage 
of our environment. 


We concur with the 1969 annual report of the Natick Conservation Commission in iden- 
tification of environmental categories: ''air and water pollution, solid waste dis- 
posal, noise abatement together with orderly provision in our community development 
to protect the natural resources, open spaces, flood plains to reduce flood inci- 
dence and resultant flooding damage, and to create a realistic balance between 
development and maintenance of our community's suburban character". 


The Natick Environmental Control Commission does not duplicate the function of the 
Natick Conservation Commission, which has the primary responsibility for researching, 
indexing, acquiring and maintaining appropriate open areas of land. Our primary 
activities will be of a more theoretical and strategy-oriented nature, and will ex- 
tend far beyond the land-usage category. Still, we regard the Conservation Commis- 
sion mandate as vital to our interests and we will cooperate to our best abilities 
in achieving broad-based support for their town needs and in mutual and far-reaching 
plans for the further protection of the environment we all share. 


Specific actions which have already been taken by the Natick Environmental Control 
Commission include sponsorship of the following articles in the 1971 Town Meeting 
Warrant: 

1. An article to curtail the excessive production of glass or metal 
containers used for soft drinks and beer. This is the most visible and 
critical of many frivolous uses of packaging which contribute heavily to 
an unmanageable solid waste disposal problem, in our community and most 
others. The approach used is designed to minimize the hardship on any 
person, business or region while redirecting the packaging philosophy 
back to recycling (the returnable, deposit bottle) or non-problem dis- 
posal techniques. 

2. An article to lessen the conflict between the ever-increasing 
number of motorized recreational vehicles (trail bikes, snowmobiles and 
the like) and residents, passive users of open spaces, and the ecologi- 
cal needs of the open spaces themselves. Again, we do not seek to ban 
the use of such vehicles, but rather to define the areas in which they 
may properly be used for the well-being of all. 

3. An article to see if Natick will establish a Flood Plain Dis- 
trict as a new type of zoning. Such zoning would limit new development 
within critical areas of town in such manner that additional flooding 
hazard would be minimized, ground water supplies would be protected, 
costs incurred to the town would be thereby avoided, and the many advan- 
tages of open spaces along flood plains, waterways and wetlands would be 
guaranteed to our future generations. We have carefully considered the 
wording of this article to gain the above-described safeguards while pro- 
tecting the present property owners agains land seizure, trespassing, etc. 
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This article would re-zone only the Sunkaway area near Route 9 and Oak Street, which 
has been the source of considerable resident demand for this type of protection. 
Initial indications of strong support have been heard from this group of residents 
as well as state and local agencies and civic organizations. A thorough educational 
effort is planned in order to acquaint citizens with the details of the proposed new 
zoning by-law before Town Meeting. 


In addition to the sponsoring of the above articles, the Natick Environmental Con- 
trol Commission has already worked on several additional projects, including the 
following: 

1. A critique of Phase I and II of the Ten-Year Master Plan Study be- 
ing carried out for Natick by Metcalf & Eddy. We have recommended the addi- 
tion of detailed Environmental Protection suggestions and the specific 
acquisition of recreation, open space and access areas on Lake Cochituate. 

2. Studies of practical voluntary re-cycling of newspaper and alumi- 
num cans (with the assistance of the Natick High School Ecology Club). 

3. Preliminary recommendations to the Natick School System concern- 
ing the incorporation of environmental concepts into the various school 
Curricula: 


As the Natick Environmental Control Commission proceeds along this course in LOTS 
we welcome the cooperation of all town bodies and of all interested individuals.

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Long Range Sewerage Planning Committee 


The primary functions of the Committee are: (1) to review sewerage construction 
priority scheduling and financing, (2) to review application of the unit method of 
sewerage cost apportionment and 03) to take other actions as necessary in further 
meeting the sewerage needs of Natick. 


During the year the Committee has met and conferred with members of the Public Works 
Department, Metcalf & Eddy, Engineers, and many residents of the Town of Natick, to 
determine the feasibility and necessity of continuing priority scheduling recom- 
mended in the 1970 report. 


Due to the rejection of the South Natick project by the 1970 Town Meeting, no major 
sewerage installation was started during 1970. This has caused a re-scheduling of 
priorities and we suggest the following: 


1971 - North Natick 


Fisher Street, part of Kansas Street, Third Street, Second Street, Loker Street, 
Lakewood Road, Jackson Court, Tyler Street, Meadow Street, Bacon Street from 
North Main west to Route 9, Coleman Court, Lakeshore Road, Sunnyside Road, Perry 
Road, Vesta Road, Lowell Road, Lenox Street, Evergreen Road west of North Main, 
Dartmouth Road, Birch Street, Ash Street, Lotus Path, Cypress Road, Magnolia 
Road, Crest Road and Evergreen Road. .

Union Street from Milk Street south, Woodland Street from Rockwood to Union, 
Rockwood Road, Scarsdale Road, Morse Lane, Broads Avenue, Leach Lane, Front 
Street, Mathew Court, Harp Court, Alger Street, Gilmore Avenue, Eliot Street 
from Leach west beyond Badger Avenue, Badger Avenue, Carver Hill Court, Auburn 
Street, Water Street, Lincoln Street, Coan Street, River Street, Merrill Road, 
Phillips Street, Dover Road, St. Thomas Avenue, Douglas Avenue, Warren Avenue, 
Pleasant Street to Pegan Lane, Glen Street, Glenwood Street.

If the above projects are undertaken this would complete the sewerage in the Town of 
Natick with the exception of the available land for future development. However, 
under our Unit By-Law these owners have been assessed for future development of the 
general benefits and must install all special benefits at full cost. 


The committee and the Public Works Department have been pleased with the operation 
of the Unit Cost Method because of its fairness to all concerned and its ease of 
assessing of cost in comparison to the old foot frontage method.

The Town shall grant a clothing allowance consisting of an initial allowance of two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) immediately upon appointment as a permanent reserve officer and one 
hundred and fifty ($150.00) annually thereafter, which shall include the purchase of rubber boots, 
shoes and other outer clothing necessary for the use of members of the Department when traveling 
to or from or during the course of their employment. 

C. Clothing maintenance Allowance: 

The Town shall grant one hundred dollars ($100.00) annually for the laundering repair and 
dry cleaning of uniforms to all police officers. 

D. Salary differential for police officers; who are required to work at night: 

All regular police officers of the Town required to render services between the hours of 
four (4) postmeridian and nine (9) antemeridian shall be compensated by a salary increase equal 
to ten percent (10%) of the hourly rate of their regular compensation; provided, however that 
such increase shall not become a permanent part of the salary of said police officers and shall 
only be paid for those hours actually worked between the hours of four (4) postmeridian and nine 
(9) antemeridian. 

This provision shall become effective January 1, 1970. 

E. Reimbursement for tuition paid while attending accredited courses in law enforcement: 

All regular Police Officers of the Town shall be reimbursed by the Town upon application by 
Said Officers for the cost of books, registration and tuition fees paid by them for attending 
accredited courses in law enforcement in any college or university which offers a degree or 
associate degree in law enforcement; provided such application shall be accompanied by evidence 
of satisfactory completion of such course. 

F. Holiday Pay: 

In addition to ten(10) paid holidays provided for by the By-Laws and not withstanding the 
provisions of any section of said By-Laws to the contrary, any regular police officer required to 
work on any of said holidays shall receive two and one-half (2 1/2) times his regular rate per 
hour as full compensation for such holiday hours worked. 

G. Paid Sick Leave Allowance: 

Upon the death or retirement of any regular police officer who is eligible for sick leave 
under the By-Laws of the Town, or any collective bargaining agreement between the Town and its 
employees within the department, payment of unused sick leave credits shall be paid to the 
officer or his estate in an amount equal to this accured sick leave.

All incombustible type buildings shall be constructed entirely of 
steel, concrete or other approved incombustible materials without a specified fire resistive 
rating; except that the enclosure wall shall be required to afford the fire resistance specified 
when erected with the fire limits and exitways shall be constructed with a fire resistive rating 
of not less than three-quarter (3/4) hours in other than one family dwellings. 

3.2.3 Type 3 Building. All masonry wall type buildings shall be constructed with exterior, 
fire and party walls of approved masonry, or of other approved incombustible materials with a fire 
resistive rating of not less than two (2) hours, with roofs, floors, and interior framing wholly 
Or partly of wood or other approved materials; except that girders and their supports carrying 
walls of masonry shall in all cases be protected to afford the required fire resistive rating of 
the walls supported thereon. 

3.2.4 Type 4 Building. All frame type buildings shall be constructed with walls, partitions, 
floors and roofs wholly or partly of wood stud and joist assemblies, or of other approved materials 
of similar combustible characteristics, with approved firestopping at all vertical and horizontal 
draft opernings.

Note G 
Protected shall mean fire resistive ratings of structural elements in hours. 


NOGE SE 
In use groups B, D, and E, Types 1, 2, and 3 construction may be increased one story but not more 
than 20 feet in height, when equipped with automatic sprinkler not specifically required by law. 


Note G 

Private garages and airplane hangars within the fire limits shall be limited to one (1) story or 
15 feet in height and seven hundred fifty (750) sq. ft. area of Type 2C or 4A construction and 
five hundred (500) sq. ft. of Type 4B construction.

Stadium and grand stands of Type 3 or Type 4 construction shall be limited to twenty-five (25) 
feet in height.

4.2.2 Projections above roofs. The limits of height in the foregoing paragraph do not apply to 
chimneys, flagpoles, pent houses, railings, skylights, soil and exhaust pipes, tanks, ventilators, 
weather vanes or similar structures usually carried above roofs. 


4.2.3 Exceptions. The inspector, on written approval of the Selectmen, may issue a permit for the 
erection of a steeple, belfry, dome, cupola, tower or scenery loft, or for a grain elevator, coal 
pocket or gas holder exceeding the height limits specified in this section provided that no 

such structure shall be designed or adapted for occupance.

The proposed amendment to the Constitution reduces the minimum age for votine in a state 
election from twenty-one to nineteen.

Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution summarized below, which 
was approved by the General Court in a joint session of the two branches held July 15, 1968, 
received 181 votes in the affirmative and 66 in the in the negative, and in a joint session of the 
two branches held May 15, 1969, received 208 votes in the affirmative and 54 in the negative? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment to the Constitution amends the existing Constitutional provisions which 
direct the division of the Commonwealth into 240 representative districts and 40 senatorial dis- 
tricts. It provides for a census of the inhabitants of each city and town in the Commonwealth in 
the year 1971 and in every tenth year thereafter. The census in 1971 is tobe the basis for 
determining the representative and senatorial districts for the ten year period beginning January 1, 
1975. Each subsequent census shall be the basis for determining the districts for each ten year 
period beginning the fourth January following each census, so that the census in 1981 will deter- 
mine the districts as of January 1985, etc. 

The amendment provides that the House of Representative shall consist of two hundred and 
forty members and the Senate of forty members. In its first regular session following each census, 
the Legilature shall divide the Commonwealth into two hundred and forty representative districts 
of contiguous territory and forty senatorial districts also of contiguous territory. Each 
representative district shall contain, as nearly as may be, the equal number of inhabitants 
according to the census. Each senatorial district shall also contain as nearly as may be an equal 
number of inhabitants according to the census. A representative district shall not unite two or 
more counties, towns, or cities, parts thereof, or a city and a town, or parts thereof, in one 
district unless the same is unavoidable. Further, no town of less than six thousand inhabitants 
shall be divided in forming representative districts. It is also provided that the County of Dukes 
County and Nantucket County shall each be a representative district, notwithstanding the foregoing. 
The senatorial districts, each of which shall elect one Senator shall be formed without uniting two 
counties or parts of two or more counties, unless the same is unavoidable. 

Each representative shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen at least one 
year immediately preceding his election, and each senator shall be an inhabitant of the district 
for which he is chosen at the time of his election and shall have been an inhabitant of the 
Commonwealth for at lease five years immediately preceding his election. Any representative or 
senator who ceases to be an inhabitant of the Commonwealth shall cease to represent his district. 

The amendment also provides that the Legislature (1) may be law limit the time within which 
judicial proceedings may be instituted calling in question any such division and (2) shall 
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prescribe by law the manner of calling and conducting elections for the choice of representatives 
and of ascertaining their election. 

Finally, the amendment annuls the existing constitutional provisions with respect to 
apportionment of representative and senatorial districts, although those provisions will remain in 
effect until January 1, 1975.

Report of Town Comptroller 


In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, submitted 
herewith is the annual report of the Accounting Department for the year 
ended December 31, 1970, 

All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town 
Departments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal re- 
quirements before being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The 
payments, which were presented on 258 Treasury Warrants, amounted to 
$24 ,675,716.5h. 

I hereby certify that all petty cash funds and checking accounts 
of the Town have been verified and reconciled with the books, 

The total receipts during 1970 were $25,234,927.67, The cash bal- 
ance on hand December 31, 1970 was $1,650,178.54 plus invested cash of 
$750,000,00 for a total of $2,400,178,54 which is an increase of 
$28,073.13 over the balance on hand at the end of 1969, 

Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms to all Towns officers, Committee and Boards charged with 
the expenditure of Town funds, At the time of this report the known up-— 
paid bills of previous years are:

Detailed statements of all departmental budgets were compiled show— 
ing amounts for each item expended in 1968, 1969 and the first nine 
months of 1970 and their requests for 1971. Copies of each were for- 
warded to the Finance Committee, 

The unexpended appropriation balances, exclusive of Sewer and Water, 
returned to the 1970 Revenue Account amounted to $291,777.15, a decrease 
of $30,309.68 from the previous year. 

As required by law, under Section 54A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1970 receipts except from 
taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the 
source of such receipts was specified. The actual collection in this 
group of receipts was $421,172.04 higher than the estimate used by the 
Assessors in determining the 1970 tax rate. 

Appended to this report are the following schedules:
